REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN. 


THE Board of Selectmen respectfully submit the following 
Report for the financial year ending Feb. 28, 1878. 

In summing up our doings, we follow the usual custom 
and report under separate heads. 

As the Auditor’s Report gives the financial accounts in 
detail, we omit it in our report. 


HIGHWAYS. 


This department has been under the superintendence of 
Mr. A. C. Quinby. The appropriations on account of 
highways and bridges being small did not admit of very 
extensive repairs on the roads, and we have not attempted 
much other than attend to the most pressing needs at such 
places as seemed to require immediate attention. We have 
been over most of the streets in town, and made repairs in 
gravelling the streets, building new culverts and repairing 
old ones. 

As one of the town horses was thought to be of but little 
use to the town, it was deemed advisable to exchange for 
one better adapted to work in the teams. It was sold and 
another purchased; but, unfortunately, in six weeks after 
the purchase, it died. The engineers of the fire department 
assuring us they could do without another, as they had made 
arrangements with the stable-keepers in case of fire, we 
have not replaced it, and have but two horses now in the 
stables. 


WILDWOOD AND CEMETERY STREETS. 


We were instructed, by vote of the town, to build a side- 
walk on these streets. In constructing the same, which had 
to be filled almost its whole length, it led to other unavoid~ 
able though much-needed work on the street, improving it 
very much; still there is a chance for further improvement 
in the same direction. The line of the street is changed by 
consent of the abutters, making it wider in one or two 
places. 


CAMBRIDGE STREET. 


We have taken up a great portion of the culvert running 
from near Mr. V. P. Locke’s to Church Street, and newly 
covered the same, and rebuilt a part of the street in the 
same locality. We have had men at work this winter blast- 
ing and removing the ledge at the northerly end of this 
street, and breaking the stone for use on the highways. 
Thus far sufficient has been removed to give an additional 
width of eight feet to the street at that point. 


WEBSTER STREET. 


An article was in the town warrant at the annual meet- 
ing last March, to see if the town would provide for the 
surface-water coming from Highland Avenue down Webster 
Street. It was voted to refer it to the selectmen with full 
power. The Board met the abutters on this street early in 
the season, and, after a careful view of the premises, were 
decidedly of the opinion that the water down this street could 
be provided for in an open gutter. We have extended the 
culvert from Highland Avenue down the hill far enough to 
take the water past a low place on Mr. Carter’s land, have 
raised the sidewalk farther down about ten inches, and paved 
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a portion of the gutter with stone. And from frequent ob- 
servation, after heavy rains, do not think the water can flow 
on to the adjoining lands. 

The old water-course, where all the water from the hill- 
side, between Hancock and Eaton Streets, gathered and 
passed off to the pond, has been stopped by filling the land 
corner of Eaton Street and building on the same. The 
water now runs through a culvert built across Washington 
Street and on land of Mr. J. B. Judkins, emptying on the 
surface of the ground. We are told this culvert is there only 
by suffrage, not by right. As this is the only culvert to take 
the water from all that territory, we proposed to Mr. Judkins 
that we lay out the street where this culvert is as a town way, 
which would give the town a way for their culvert to the 
pond. He spoke favorably of it at the time, and we think 
some arrangement can be made whereby the desired right 
can be obtained. 


MYRTLE STREET. 


There has been a great deal of trouble for years from the 
water concentrated on this street, and the selectmen are 
called upon every year to do something to remedy it; but 
what to do, and how to take care of the torrents that come 
pouring down, is a problem hard to solve. The water that 
gathers from above Highland Avenue north of the line of. 
Mount Vernon Street, taking in all the water shed between 
that point and a point south of the line of Winthrop Street, 
passes through culverts and water-courses and empties into 
the gutter on Myrtle Street. One source of trouble has been 
the entrance of the culvert at the schoolhouse, being on the 
side. The water having to turn to enter, has overflowed 
. frequently and caused more or less damage. This year we 
have extended the culvert so that the mouth now faces up 
the hill and the water drives directly into it, which has helped

it considerably. Another source of trouble and complaint is 
from the ice that forms on the concrete gutter, filling it up 
so that the water runs over and washes down the street and 
through the yards. ‘There are certain times during very 
heavy rains when such a state of things is unavoidable, and 
every one expects to meet his share of the excess; but this 
street is more liable to this condition of affairs, as the watér 
runs all the time, and in cold spells freezes and overflows, 
causing trouble to those having occasion to use the street, 
as well as the residents on it. | 
We can see no way to remedy it, except by putting ina 
large culvert in place of the concrete gutter down Myrtle 
Street, or divert a part of the water down Mt. Vernon 
Street. 


HIGHLAND AVENUE. 


Work on this street was renewed at the point where it 
was left last winter. After finishing the culvert, commenced 
and filled to Forest Street. The lines on this end of the 
street are crooked, and the Board took some steps towards 
having them changed ; but, finding the balance of appropria- 
tion was not sufficient to warrant an additional outlay, built 
the portion of the street running through land of Thomas 
Farland, on the extreme easterly line, leaving the unfinished 
part on the west side, which comes directly over the ravine 
or water-course, and will require a wall ten to twelve feet 
high for some four hundred feet, if the street is built on the 
lines as laid out. The Board are of the opinion the lines of 
the street can be changed and avoid building nearly half the 
width of the street in the ravine at much less cost for land 
damage than it will cost to build it on the present lines. 
The street, as built, is in good and safe condition for travel. 
We have put a fence at all points where there are deep 
embankments. 


MAIN STREET. 


This street needs rebuilding from Woburn line to Medford 
line; and in view of the amount of heavy travel over it, we 
would recommend that stone be used mostly in its construc- 
tion. We are satisfied that but very little of the gravel 
found within the limits of the town is suitable for this main 
street. We think the street should be dug up and filled at 
least one foot deep with large stone, well packed, about six 
inches of broken stone on top of that, then covered with 
sufficient gravel to bind it. We should then have a splid 
foundation, and the under-drainage would be suflicient to 
keep the street dry and in good order, where now we have 
deep ruts and mud. Between Symmes’ Corner and Medford 
line the street is all worn out. We covered the centre with 
the best material we could get in that vicinity, but it is not 
good. A short piece at the Corner was dug out and filled 
with stone last spring, and we find it in good condition at 
the present time. We would recommend that a special 
appropriation be made for the rebuilding of Main Street. 


STONE FOR THE ROADS. 


Besides the stone broken ready for use on the roads, at 
the ledge on Cambridge Street, we have piles broken at 
Symmes’ Corner and at the town stable-yard. 


BRIDGES. 


The bridge on Swanton Street, over the Woburn Branch 
Railroad, when uncovered for repairs, was found to be rot- 
ten and not sufe to cover again, and we had it taken down 
and replaced with new, at a cost of about five hundred 
dollars. 
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The bridge on Washington Street, over the mill stream, 
near Mr. Luther Richardson’s, has been taken up and re- 
built by the owner of the mill privilege, Mr. J. H. Winn. 

The bridge on Walnut Street has been partly new covered. 
The planking on this bridge did not wear out from use, but 
decayed, caused by laying the planks too near together, 
making the bridge so tight that insufficient space was left 
for the water to drain off and the air to circulate and dry 
the wood. | 

The foot-bridge on Mystic Avenue has been repaired this 
season. ‘This bridge, originally put up as a temporary one, 
is now used by persons going to and from the cars. It 
being a town charge, we think it should be built in a more 
substantial manner, making it safe and convenient for foot- 
travel. 


MYSTIC VALLEY SEWER. 


It is generally known by the citizens of the town that, by 
an Act of the Legislature, the city of Boston was authorized 
to build a sewer through this town, with power to take land, 
and go through, dig up, and change the grade of our streets, 
and do all other acts necessary for the purpose of building 
said sewer, under such reasonable regulations as the select- 
men of the town should prescribe. At an interview with 
the Boston Water Board, in relation to said reguiations, the 
selectmen’s reply to them was, that they do by us as they 
would do in their city, do the work with as little inconveni- 
ence to our citizens and the public as possible. 

We are happy to say, in building the sewer through our 
streets, by the careful and thorough manner in which the 
works were guarded, not an accident happened, and they 
have been very particular to leave the street and everything 
they had occasion to disturb in as good condition as they 
found them. 
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FILLING OF MAIN STREET. 


The Boston Water Board proposed to contract for the fill- 
ing on this street; and, as we wished to have control of its 


building, we put in our figures with others, and they gave it 


g; 
to us to do. We commenced the twenty-eighth day of 
November and worked until the fifth day of January, giving 
employment to twenty men and ten teams. The street will 
need dressing in the spring, and will then be a good piece of 
road. 

In the arrangement for doing this work, we took the filling 
and grading of the street, and any other filling they might 
want done, at forty cents per yard, the gravel to be surveyed | 
in the bank before moving, they to pay for extension of cul- 
verts and any other expense incident to the filling. This 
work has been done outside of the regular work in the high- 
way department, but one of the town horses being used on 
the work. We made a sub-contract with Thomas Quigley 
and Nicholas Fitzgerald. They employed eleven men and six 
teams twenty-eight days. The balance was done by the 
load; we kept men at the bank to load and on the street to 
level. We have settled with the city for the filling of 3,000 
yards, the balance to stand until the job is finished, and 
herewith give a statement of the result : —

The gravel used for this filling was taken from land of I. 8. 
Palmer at the foot of Lake Street, and proved to be excel- 
lent for building the street, being a mixture of stone and 
drift-gravel. 

BRIDGE. 


In connection with the building of the sewer, the city of 
Boston has built two new spans, or openings, at the bridge 
on Main Street, to compensate for space taken from the 
former openings by their sewer. ‘To this the Board did not 
deem it advisable to object, but rather that the city should 
cross the stream in their own way, they being responsible for 
all damage under the act granting them the right to construct 
the sewer. 


CONCRETE CROSSINGS AND SIDEWALKS. 


It has been noticed that for years the streets around the 
centre of the town were muddy in wet times, and people 
who had occasion to go to the post-office or stores, or from 
thence to the depot, were obliged to get through or around 
as best they could. This year we have expended some of 
the appropriation for highways in providing crossings which 
we thought would best accommodate foot-travel, and have 
put crossings around and across the square front of Lyceum 
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Hall building and at the churches, and, to accommodate 
passengers to the depot, have had concrete walks extended 
from the Bridge on Walnut Street to the railroad, and from 
the depot on Common and Church Streets to meet the walks 
front of D. N. Skillings’s estate, the abutters paying one half 
the cost. We think these walks are the best kind for public 
use, and would recommend continuing them out from the 
centre, building a little each year, until they embrace the 
most frequented parts of the town. 


STREET LAMPS. 


In place of some of the old lamps, which were so com- 
pletely used up that they were not in condition to be lighted, 
we have substituted new ones. 

Five new lamps have been put up, —one by F. H. Nourse 
and others, corner of Church and Common Streets; one by 
Chas. O. Billings and others, on Walnut Street; one by 
Geo..E. Rogers, corner of Washington and Swanton Streets ; 
one by the Catholic Society at their church; one by Chas. 
H. Dunham, on Myrtle Street. 


GUIDE-BOARDS. 


Several new guide-boards have been placed in position, 
and we believe all are in general good condition. 


WATERING-TROUGH. 


When this trough was located in its present position it 
was thought the stream necessary to supply it with water 
was so small that a small pipe would take the waste water. 
But as the trough is so generally patronized, — being in 
almost constant use throuyh the day, —a larger stream of 
water was required to supply the demand, the waste pipe 
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proved to be not large enough. Consequently, we had the 
small pipe taken up and a large drain pipe put in its place. 
In connection with this pipe we have put in branches to 
take the surface water from Pleasant and Main Streets. 


PETITIONS. 


Of Geo. P. Brown and B. F. Holbrook for special police 
for Lyceum Hall and square. Appointed, Thos. O'Connor. 

Of J. F. Stone and thirty-three others, for police. Ap- 
pointed Loring J. Hammond. 

Of P. Holland and others, to lay out Lake Avenue as a 
town way. Laid out by selectmen, and accepted by the 
town. : 

Of H. K. Thatcher and others, to widen Lake Street. 
Laid out by selectmen, and accepted by the town. 

Of John Carter, for damage by change of grade of Web- 
ster Street. On file. 

Of Joseph Shattuck, for damage by the building of High- 
land Avenue. On file. 

Of J. C. Stanton and eighty-three others, to lay out a 
street from the street running from Oak Street to the pond 
(lately accepted by the town), across the pond to some 
point on Pleasant Street. On this petition we have had a 
survey and plan made, together with estimate of the prob- 
able cose of building. 

In view of the probable expense as reported by the 
engineer, the Board deem it inexpedient to lay out said 
street. 


POOR. 


Under the present depressed state of all kinds of indus- 
tries, a large number of the laboring men in town are out of 
work, and naturally look to the town for assistance in direct 
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aid, or a chance to work, to earn sufficient to keep their fam- 
ilies from suffering. It is one of the most perplexing duties 
your Board has to contend with, and it has been a constant care 
to arrange and distribute the means placed at our command 
so that it would be of the most benefit, and go to help those 
most in need. In the employment of the men on the high- 
ways we have had this class in view, and taken those that ap- 
peared to us to be the most needy ; but, where so many apply, 
it has been difficult to discover which was most deserving ; 
and, as some are more diffident than others in making their 
cases known, perhaps in some instances we have not aided 
those in most pressing need. There is so much deception 
used by those applying for aid, it requires that every case be 
looked into to enable us to know how and to what extent to 
bestow aid sufficient to carry them through a dull winter, 
desiring to help all, and at the same time be judicious in our 
distributions. 

In July last, Dennis O'Leary and wife, and Mrs. Rosetter 
and child, were drowned in Horn Pond, Woburn. ‘This 
town was called upon for their burial, their settlement being 
here. As no administrator was appointed, we, as Overseers 
of the Poor, took possession of the furniture and effects of 
O'Leary, and sold them at public auction, applying the pro- 
eceds to paying their expenses. They left two children 
who are provided for at present; one is with James Jordan, 
Charlestown, the other is with James Ceniffe, Swanton 
Street, Winchester. 

Of those receiving full support, one has died. Mrs. C. 
McDougal, at Taunton Lunatic Hospital; Mrs. Mary Town- 
send has been taken to Worcester Lunatic Hospital, and will 
be a town charge; otherwise, those receiving full support 
remain the same as last year. 

We have exceeded the appropriation for support of the 
poor, $121.86. This is accounted for by our receiving and 
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paying a bill to town of Hanover for board and expenses of 
Mrs. McDougal, $190.78. This bill we did not expect until 
April, but it was sent in earlier on account of her death 
before the year wasout. We have also paid bills for which 
the town will be reimbursed to the amount eof $175.10 due 
from the State of Massachusetts and other towns and 


individuals. 
DAMAGE CLAIM. 


The claim for damage on Swanton Street, of Joseph Stone, 
being brought before this Board, we caused a survey and 
plan to be made of the street, from the original lay-out, and 
found that the street is not built on the lines as laid out, 
but carried north, and runs over land of Mr. Stone, tak- 
ing about fifteen thousand feet, leaving about the same 
amount on the south side not graded, which belongs in the 
street. As the settlement of this case was likely to be a 
little complicated, we employed Mr. A. B. Coffin to give 
advice and make the necessary papers. 

The claim is not only for land taken for the street, but 
also for changing the stream at the time of building the 
bridge. For the whole damage, he releasing to the town all 
the land between the northerly line of the street as now 
built, and the southerly line of the street as originally laid 
out, with other details as specified, we have agreed to pay 
him $689. 

The claim of L. W. Hammond remains unsettled. The 
Board made him an offer of $150, which he declined to 


accept. 


REWARD OFFERED. 


On the morning of November 12 an attempt was made to 
burn the Gifford Schoolhouse. A reward of $200 was 
offered for the conviction of the person who set the fire. 
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MYSTIC VALLEY RAILROAD. 


On application for leave to locate a railroad through this 
town, a hearing was had at the Selectmen’s room, -Decem- 
ber 29, and the route, as shown on plan, was approved, and 
the certificate signed by the Board of Selectmen. 


SHERIFF’S JURY. 


In September last the Board were notified of a hearing at 
Lowell before the County Commissioners, on petition of 
John Carter for a jury to determine the damage to his estate 
by taking of land and building of Highland Avenue. A 
jury was granted him, and the time set for trial was Sep- 
tember 25. We employed as counsel for the town Hon.+ 
A. B. Coffin. The amount of damage claimed was $3,000 ; 
the amount of award by the jury was $679.47.

HIGHLAND WATER WORKS. 
FIFTH ANNUAL REPORT. 


In conformity with the requirements of the charter 
granted to the town, the Water Board present this their 
fifth annual report. 

There has been very little of special interest connected 
with the administration or construction of the Water Works 
during the past financial year. The citizens have continued 
to receive an unfailing supply of water; and the system of 
distribution, with some comparatively unimportant excep- 
tions, has continued to answer its design. 

The Water Board, under the authority of the town, have 
made, during the past year, the first EXTENSION OF THE 
STREET MAINS, as follows : —

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THE SELECTMEN’S ACCOUNTS. 


Until the town can afford an accountant to do its business 
by double entry system of book-keeping, the present manner 
in which the Selectmen’s accounts are kept is quite satisfac- 
tory, because it compasses the accounts of all the other 
officers, and serves as a check on them. 

The payments on the school and the poor accounts exceed 
their appropriations, which is in direct violation of the vote 
of the town. The School Committee have exceeded their 
appropriations for the last three successive years. We hope 
public sentiment will demand that this rule be not continu- 
ously disregarded, and that’ in future all disbursements be 
kept within their respective appropriations, unless judgment 
of Court, sudden damage by fire or water, or any other 
extreme exigency should present itself. 

The charges in some accounts seem to us more properly to 
belong to other accounts, of which the charges to Construc- 
tion of Water Works appear the most inconsistent. 

In our opinion, it would be more conservative to charge 
the expense of connecting the main pipe with the houses, and 
all extensions involving a small outlay, to the maintenance 
account. By charging these payments to construction we 
seem to be operating our water works very cheaply; but, 
upon examination, we see that we deceive ourselves, unless 
we charge off each year a certain amount for depreciation.

We introduce into our report a brief history of the town, 
and the following tables. One table is not completed, it 
being impossible to. give the facts necessary in the case. 

There was a meeting of the inhabitants of South. Woburn 
and vicinity, on Nov. 6, 1849, in the South Congregational 
Meeting-house, to take into consideration the subject of 
petitioning the Legislature for an act of incorporation of a 
separate town. John A. Bolles was chairman, and David 
Youngman was secretary. 
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The petition to the Legislature for the incorporation of the 
town of Winchester was presented Jan. 19, 1850, by Hon. 
Charles Choate. The legislative committee reported the bill 
to the house, April 5, 1850. After strenuous opposition, 
the bill passed both branches of the Legislature, and on April 
30, 1850, received the signature of Gov. George N. Briggs, 
and became a law. 

This town was named for Col. William P. Winchester, 
who gave three thousand dollars for “a town-hall, or other 
municipal expenditure.” The money was received May 5, 
1850. B. F. Thompson, Chas. Kimball, and Henry Cutter 
were appointed trustees to manage the fund. Sept. 15, 
1851, the town voted that the Cemetery Committee be 
* authorized to receive” this fund, “and the interest thereon, 
and to expend the same in payment of the new cemetery, 
and in fencing and preparing the same for use, in such man- 
ner as the majority of said committee shall deem judicious,” 
and also the right to sell burial lots, etc., and “to apply the 
proceeds to the improvement of the cemetery, the payment 
of the Winchester Fund, or any other use, as the town may 
direct.” 

In May, 1855, the town received $500 in an anonymous 
letter, to purchase a town clock to be placed on the Congre- 
gational Church, but to be the property of the town. 

March 28, 1859, the proprietors of the Winchester 
Library gave about 1,000 volumes to the town, upon 
condition that it would spend, at jeast, $100 annually, for 
the maintenance and enlargement. Since that time there 
have been several liberal donations, by individuals, to our 
library. 

We present herewith a complete list of those citizens 
whom the town has seen fit to honor by the offices of Select- 
men and Representatives to General Court, a table of the 
expenditures of the town from its commencement, a state-

EIGHTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


TRUSTEES OF THE TOWN LIBRARY. 


THe Winchester Town Library now contains 4,190 vol- 
umes, 480 of which were added during the year just ended 
(beside 30 to replace losses). 

The following table shows a marked increase in the use of 
the library during the last five years :—

If all the books were equally read, the above rate of issue 
would show that every volume had been lent four and a half 
times in the twelvemonth; but there are, of course, some 
books that are very seldom cailed for, and others which are 
not allowed to be removed from the room, since they are 
purely books of reference. Of the books which are called 
for and issued, some are, of course, very much more sought 
than others, and it is the aim of the trustees to supply every 
popular work which is not objectionable or altogether worth- 
less. In our library, as in every free miscellaneous library, 
works of fiction are most sought for, but the demand for 
books of travel, history, and biography is increasing; and 
it is pleasant to find that it is the pupils of the High School 
and the mechanics who oftenest call for them. Scientific 
books, and especially such as treat of natural history, are

also more used of late, and we trust that the taste for them 
will steadily increase. Our supply of books of reference, 
though far from complete, is sufficient to be of great value 
to persons who are investigating any subject, or seeking to 
settle any disputed question; and such persons will find the 
librarian ready to render any assistance in her power. 

The books have suffered less from hard and careless use 
than in previous years, and it is to be expected that the 
more our people appreciate the value of their library, the 
more carefully they will treat its books, remembering that 
every one who borrows a book can judge of the character of 
its previous readers hy the condition in which it comes into 
his hands. 

Already we begin to desire more room in our new quar- 
ters, and to find it necessary to contrive means to make the 
most of what we have. The day cannot be far distant when 
the town will want a reading-room enough to vote that one 
shall be connected with the library.

REPORT OF FISH COMMITTEE. 


THE rules and regulations have been well observed; but 
few arrests made. ‘These were prosecuted to a conviction ; 
and persons living outside of the towns of Winchester and 
Medford, wishing to fish in the ponds, are now thoroughly 
convinced of our rights under the lease from the State. The 
fishing through the ice this winter has been extremely good, 
many fine strings of pickerel and red perch finding their 
way toa market. We would call the attention of the fisher- 
men to the fact “that all fish, excepting pickerel, red perch, 
and eels, must be put back into the pond, and no other 
variety of fish to be taken away.” 

We would recommend to our successors in office that, here- 
after, all fishermen be required to report to the Committee 
the number, variety, and weight of fish taken, that the Com- 
mittee may report the same to the State Commissioners as 
required by the lease. Dr. Fred Winsor, who was elected 
one of the Committee, declined to serve; and we wish to 
express our regret that one who has taken such great interest 
in this new question of fish culture should be unable to give 
us the benefit of his counsels. We have had our usual 
present of several thousand salmon spawn from the State.

The duties of a police officer we find to be manifold and 
difficult. We entered upon our duties one year ago without 
experience, but with a full determination to discharge our 
duties faithfully and impartially, without fear or favor; how 
we have performed our obligations we leave the public to 
judge. It cannot be expected with the small appropriation 
heretofore made by the town for this department, our time 
can be entirely devoted to the service. . 

The question so frequently asked, “ What shall we do with 
the tramp?” is now under consideration by the State; and 
we leave it in their hands, congratulating ourselves that we 
have been favored with less calls from these pests of society, 
this year, than usual, — 130 having visited us, while our neigh- 
bors in Medford and Woburn have lodged about 1,500 each. 

The sale of intoxicating drinks is the greatest evil we have 
to contend with. During the past year our attention has 
been called to many places where intoxicating drinks were 
sold, and we have not unfrequently found parties engaged in 
this unlawful traffic on the Lord’s day. Some of these places 
we have succeeded in closing, While others have been con- 
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fined to sales “behind the curtain” to the young men of our 
town, some of whom were there taught how to take their 
first step in iniquity, and when we gently endeavor to apply 
the law to this tippling shop, the cry comes, “Oh! persecu- 
tion, persecution!” “We sell only PRESERVES, and tonic 
mixtures”; while the witness takes the stand and swears he 
thinks it was “coffee” he drank. To obviate the difficulty in 
a great measure under these circumstances, the evidence 
should be carefully obtained by the police themselves, and 
the town cannot expect efficient service in this direction, day 
and night, without a fair remuneration. We claim, there- 
fore, some changes should be made. The Police Department 
should be separate, having a direct appropriation, as in other 
towns, out of which should be paid the cost of lodging 
tramps, lock-up expenses, oflicers’ salaries, etc., and all fees 
of regular officers should be paid to the Town Treasurer. 

With these suggestions, and thanking you, gentlemen, for 
your cordial support and co-operation during the past year,

REPORT OF A COMMITTEE. 


THE Committee appointed “to consider the necessity of 
building an additional schoolhouse or moving or enlarging 
any existing schoolhouse” have given the subject due atten- 
tion, and submit the following 


REPORT. 


The Committee find all the schools well accommodated and 
not overcrowded, except the Gifford and Grammar. 

During most of the year the number of scholars attending 
the Gifford School is much larger than can be properly 
accommodated in that house, and your Committee are of the 
opinion that another school-room should be provided to 
relieve that school. At present all the scholars attending 
the school come from north and east of the house, conse- 
quently the new room should be located north or east of the 
present location. | In regard to the Grammar Schoolhouse 
your Committee are of the opinion that the present arrange- 
ments of the house are unfit for the proper accommodation 
and health of the scholars. One room in the house which 
they are obliged to use is dark and badly ventilated ; and, in 
the opinion of your Committee, said room is not a fit place 
for a school and should be abandoned, or enlarged and 
materially improved. 

To remedy these evils your Committee would recommend 
that the town put an addition on the rear of the Grammar 
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House, thirty-four by thirty-three feet, of the same finish as 
the present building. Said addition would give two good 
school-rooms. Your Committee would also recommend the 
town to build a one-story schoolhouse, thirty-nine by twenty- 
seven feet, upon the land belonging to the town on Highland — 
Avenue between Mount Vernon and Eaton Streets, for a 
Primary or Mixed School. This would relieve the Gifford 
School, and leave it of a reasonable size and well accom- 
-‘modated; the addition would also make a much-needed 
improvement to the Grammar Schoolhouse. 

Without plans and specifications, your Committee can only 
estimate the cost of the improvements named, but believe 
the following not far from the amount : — 


The addition of thirty-four by thirty-three to 
Grammar House . : A : : - $3,500 00 
The one-story schoolhouse on town land . - 1,500 00 


All of which is respectfuily submitted.

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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF WINCHESTER: 


Our schools, as a whole, are in a satisfactory condition, 
and the work of the year will compare favorably with previ- 
ous years. There have been more changes of teachers than 
are desirable, and more than usually occur. We have some 
first-class teachers, whose superiors cannot easily be found, 
and the proportion of such is perhaps as large as in most 
towns, or even cities where much larger salaries are paid. 

The present number of scholars in our High School is 
sixty-nine, which is fourteen more than a year ago. Itisa 
gratifying fact that there has been a decided increase in the 
number of pupils since 1870, as appears by the table accom- 
panying this report, which shows the average attendance in 
each of our schools since that date. As the town spends 
more money in this school in proportion to the number of 
scholars than in any other, we are particularly pleased to see 
this evidence of appreciation of the privileges afforded by the 
school on the part of our citizens. The Committee regret, 
however, that so few of our boys and girls remain to gradu- 
ate. The graduating class at the close of the last school 
year numbered only five members. It is not to be expected 
that in a town containing no larger population than ours, 
there will be many pupils fitting for college ; but the school 
offers a good English course, and at the beginning of the 
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present school year the Committee provided for a two-years’ 
Business course, so that as far as possible every want might 
be supplied and every inducement offered to keep our boys 
in school. 

At the end of the summer term, Mr. J. C. Johnson, after 
a period of long and faithful service as teacher of music, 
resigned his position ; and, at the beginning of the fall term, 
Mrs. William H. Bailey, whose superior attainments in music 
are known and appreciated by all our citizens, was appointed 
his successor. Mrs. Bailey’s excellent musical qualifications 
and her pleasant sprightliness of manner have made her vis- 
its to the schools a source of pleasure as well as profit to the 
pupils and teachers. Since Mr. Sweet’s appointment as 
master of the Grammar School, both he and Mr. Harrington 
possessing unusual qualifications as teachers of music, Mrs. 
Bailey has confined her labors to the Intermediate and Pri- 
mary Schools. At the recent examinations, the Committee 
noticed with great pleasure a very marked improvement in 
music, in all our schools. It was evident that the thorough 
elementary instruction which has been given was producing 
the best results, and we anticipate great progress in the 
future. | 

In the opinion of the Committee, there is need of addi- 
tional school accommodations. There is room enough for 
all our scholars in the present schoolhouses, provided the 
scholars were differently distributed. The Gifford School- 
house is not large enough to accommodate the scholars in 
the district, and the Committee recommend that additional 
room be furnished before the beginning of the next fall term. 
The Grammar Schoolhouse is also exceedingly defective. 
The north room on the first floor is unfit for occupancy, and 
can only be occupied at the hazard of children’s health. 
Some change in or addition to this building should be made 
during the next summer vacation. 
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The success of our schools depends largely upon the 
interest taken in them by the parents of the pupils, and 
for this reason parents ought frequently to visit them. In 
this way they will become acquainted with the teachers, 
manifest to their children an interest in their school, and 
thus stimulate them in their studies. Teachers, parents, 
and scholars will be benefited, and there will then be little 
danger of friction between teachers and scholars, or teachers. 
and parents. Parents may be assured that teachers are 
always glad to see them, whetber they are educated people 
or not; for acquaintance will lead to friendship, and friend- 
ship between parents and teachers will lead to harmony in 
the school, harmony to success, and success to the happi- 
ness of the school, — teachers and scholars. 

At the annual election of teachers in June last all the 
teachers then in our schools were re-elected except two, who 
would then have been re-elected except for reasons not 
involving their success as,teachers. They were subsequently 
re-elected. During the summer vacation Miss Harriet J. 
Williams, a teacher in the High School the past two years 
and a lady of superior scholarship, very much to our regret, 
resigned her position to accepta similar one in the Arlington 
High School, at a higher salary. This vacancy was filled by 
the election of Miss Maria A. Parsons, an accomplished 
young lady of our town. 

Miss Abby M. Parker, an assistant in the Grammar 
School, also resigned her position immediately after her 
re-election ; and Miss Clara A. Weeks, a former teacher in 
the school, and at the time a substitute for Miss Marston, 
who was absent from ill health, was elected to fill the 
vacancy. 

Near the close of the summer vacation, newspaper reports 
prejudicial to Mr. J. Frank Baxter, who had been master of 
our Grammar School since 1872, and had been again unani- 
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mously re-elected, were circulated and occasioned quite a 
sensation among our people. As a great deal has been pub- 
lished by him and others perverting the facts and charging 
the Committee with persecution, and in his lectures since, the | 
Committee are informed, he attempts to play the role of a 
martyr, we deem it proper to give a history of the case and 
the reasons of our action, although we believe that, with few 
exceptions, our constituents have approved our action, upon 
the knowledge of the case already possessed by them. 

In October, 1876, the School Committee, which then con- - 
tained only three of the present Board, addressed a letter to 
Mr. Baxter, expressing their disapproval of his lecturing on 
Spiritualism, as he had previously done, and the hope that 
he would thereafter desist from the same. To this no reply 
was made. Jn February following the Committee learned 
that he was disregarding the wishes thus expressed, by lec- 
turing in different places. But this apparent disregard of 
the wishes of the Committee was not the most serious matter. 
Mr. Baxter was in the employment of the town, and the 
town, under its contract with him, was entitled to his ser- 
vices under the best conditions of mind and body. But if 
he lectured once or twice on Sunday it was evident that he 
could not render the service to the school on the following 
day which his contract called for ; and the Committee became 
convinced, from reports of scholars, that the school suffered 
from the physical and nervous exhaustion occasioned by 
these Sunday efforts. 

The Committee, therefore, at a meeting, February 23, 1877, 
when the Board, with a single exception, was composed as 
now, directed the following communication, signed by the 
chairman and secretary, to be sent to Mr. Baxter : — 


‘¢ DEAR Str, — A few months since, the School Committee of Win- 
chester sent you a communication expressing their objections to your 
lecturing upon the subject of Spiritualism, and to certain exhibitions 
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in connection therewith, to which no reply has been made. The repe- 
tition of these exhibitions in our immediate neighborhood leads us to 
believe that you disregard our wishes and judgment. That the school 
under your charge suffered for two days, at least, in consequence of 
. the nervous strain of your last Sunday evening’s performance, we have 
little doubt. The Committee now desire to know whether you propose 
to persist in a course which they disapprove of and believe to be detvri- 
mental to the welfare of the school under your charge.” 


A few days after, the Committee received a communication 
from Mr. Baxter, under date of February 27, 1877, covering 
ten pages of foolscap. In this he said, in regard to the 

opinion expressed in our communication that his school had 
suffered in consequence of his lecturing : — 


‘¢ Now, allow me to say that I was not conscious of any nervous 
strain on the Sunday evening in question, for indeed my discourse was 
written when I taught school in Nantucket, some eight years ago; 
and in describing what I saw at the close of my lecture it cost me no 
more nervous effort than to describe to you what I might naturally 
see on my way to school. Nor was I aware that my school suffered 
on the following two days in consequence, or has ever pafticularly 
suffered from any course of my pursuing on Sunday or any other day.” 


To our request “to know whether he proposed to persist 
in a course which we believed detrimental to the welfare of 
the school,” he replied, —- 


‘If by this you mean, Will I give up my lecturing or any Sunday 
work which may overtax me, because you think I should rest with a 
view to my Monday’s labor, why, most willingly and dutifully will I 
acquiesce in your demand.” 


At a meeting of the Committee held about the middle of 
the following March, the secretary was directed to send the 
following reply : — 


‘* DEAR Sir, — By a vote of the School Committee of Winchester, 
passed at its last meeting, I am directed to acknowledge the receipt of 
your communication of the 27th ult., and to express the gratification 
of the Committee with your declared willingness to accede to their 
judgment and wishes relative to your lecturing. The Committee 
believe that your lecturing in the past has been prejudicial to the 
highest welfare of the school under your charge, and that by their con- 
tract with you they have a right to expect and demand that you shall 
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engage in no other calling exhaustive of your nervous and physical 
force, and which unfits you for the best work in school, or in any way 
impairs your usefulness as a teacher. For these reasons the Committee 
will expect you to discontinue lecturing.” , 


Thus the matter rested till the summer vacation, when the 
newspapers informed us that he was addressing Spiritualist 
camp-meetings on his favorite subject. Yet, for this appar- 
ent disregard of the wishes of the Committee, we were not 
inclined to call him to account. But near the close of the 
vacation the newspapers brought grave charges of fraud 
against him, which it was claimed he had perpetrated at a 
camp-meeting at Lake Pleasant, on Sunday, August 19. 
These charges were in substance as follows: In 1875 the 
Springfield and other papers in the western part of the 
State announced the death and published obituary notices of 
a negro known as Abe Bunter, a resident of Williamstown, 
whose principal title to fame consisted in having a skull so 
thick that he could split a plank with his head, and had been 
accustomed to earn an honest quarter by giving exhibitions 
of this wonderful cranial power. These obituaries served to 
extend his fame, but he survived them, although the papers 
failed to publish any denial of his death. On the occasion 
above named, Mr. Baxter gave what purported to be a com- 
munication from the departed spirit of this negro, where- 
upon a person in the audience announced that Abe Bunter 
was alive, and such appeared to be the fact. It was there- 
fore charged that Mr. Baxter had read the obituary notices, 
and, supposing that this negro had been dead two years, 
based upon that false assumption a fraudulent communi- 
cation, represented to come from his departed spirit. These 
reports of the occurrence and the charge were copied, in sub- 
stance, into most of the newspapers, and the public was in- 
formed that Mr. Baxter was a teacher in Winchester, and thus 
our town was made to share in the odium. Thus, not only 
the welfare of the school’ was at stake, but the reputation of 
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the Committee and the good name of the town itself. IPf the 
charge so publicly made were true, he could not be a suitable 
person to cqntinue as master of one of our most important . 
. schools. His moral character was involved ; and, unless the 
apparent stain could be removed, no instruction in morals 
which he might give could be expected to have weight or 
influence. The Committee therefore deemed it incumbent 
on them to investigate the charges. A letter was therefore 
immediately sent to him, calling his attention to the news- 
paper reports, and offering to call a meeting of the Com- 
mittee, if he desired, to give him “ample opportunity to re- 
move the odium.” 

Such a meeting was held August 30, the earliest day 
practicable, and he was allowed to give his account of the 
affair. Upon the first publication of these reports the Com- 
mittee had hoped that they would prove gross exaggerations 
of the facts. - At this meeting, however, by the admissions 
of Mr. Baxter, it soon became painfully evident that the 
material fact was as charged. He also admitted that four or 
five weeks of his vacation had been spent in attending camp- 
meetings, where it was understood he wasaprominent speaker. 
He also admitted that in a lecture the previous winter, he had 
related how, several years since, he was transported through 
the air, a part of the time in a horizontal position, in some 
mysterious manner. ‘This sailing through the air he claimed, 
before the Committee, was an illustration of mesmerism, and 
not of Spiritualism, but upon being asked if in his lecture 
he had not claimed the opposite, admitted, that at the close 
of his narration thereof, he asked the audience, “if that was 
not Spiritualism, what was it?” An interrogative is fre- 
quently the strongest form of expressing one’s opinion, and 
it must be apparent to any one that his audience understood 
him to express it as his opinion that this was an illustration 
of Spiritualism. This admission of an apparently attempted 
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deception was not calculated to corroborate his denial of 
fraud or deception at Lake Pleasant. 

At this meeting he was asked whether he regarded Spirit- 
ualism as a religion or only as a matter of psychological 
‘science, to which he replied, “as a matter of science.” But 
in his February communication he had said, “It is a most 
beautiful belief tome. As Orthodoxy, Unitarianism, Univer- 
salism, or else, is a most cherished belief and religion to 
those who can indorse and accept either, so is Spiritualism 
a sacred truth to me.” 

Desiring to give him every possible advantage in explana- 
tion and get at all the facts, we adjourned the meeting till the 
next evening, that we might read his own statement, which 
he informed us would be published the following day, before 
acting finally in the matter. This statement was addressed 
to “ Winchester people,” and in the closing paragraph he 
says, “Since last April all lecture engagements were can- 
celled, as I found teaching and lecturing were more than I 
could physically endure.” Here was no intimation to “ Win- 
chester people ” that the Committee, in the middle of the pre- 
ceding March, had told him they should “expect”. him “to 
discontinue lecturing,” nor that, only a short time previously, 
he had claimed to us that he “ was not conscious of any ner- 
vous strain” resulting from his lecturing, and that his tests 
cost him “no more nervous effort than to describe what” he 
“might naturally see on” his “ way to school.” It is suffi- 
cient here to say that the Committee did not believe that he, 
of his own accord, cancelled his lecture engagements because 
he found “teaching and lecturing more than he could physi- 
cally endure,” but because of the demand of the Committee. 
The one so closely followed the other as to look very much 
like cause and effect. We leave it for the “ people of Win- 
chester” to decide whether the statement was calculated or 
intended to deceive them as to the real cause of his cancell- 
ing lecture engagements. 
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The Committee were unanimously of the opinion that the 
published article had made a bad matter worse, as it admitted 
the one material fact that he bad professed to give a commu- 
nication from the departed spirit of a person who was still 
alive, and his only answer to the charge of fraud was his 
simple, unsupported denial, and all his attempts at explana- 
tion were lame by his own admission. 

Under our statutes, one of the duties of our teachers is 
“to impress upon the minds of children and youth committed 
to their care and instruction a sacred regard to truth.” The 
question was therefore forced upon the Committee whether 
Mr. Baxter could successfully discharge this duty. The 
successful teacher in morals must, like the good man in the 
“ Deserted Village,” not only “allure” but “lead the way.” 
The account of the unfortunate Lake Pleasant performance 
had been circulated, and read and discussed by parents and 
pupils, and in the judgment of the Committee Mr. Baxter’s 
usefulness as a teacher had become so seriously impaired 
that it was our duty to terminate his connection with the 
school of which he had been the master. But although the 
welfare of the school demanded the performance of this 
unpleasant duty, we had «sympathy for Mr. Baxter in his 
misfortune, and desired to treat him with the greatest 
kindness possible under the circumstances. It was therefore 
voted, without a dissentient voice, to inform him of our 
determination, and ask for his resignation; this, upon appli- 
eation, was furnished, and it was then the intention of the 
Committee that there should be a record only of his resigna- 
tion and its acceptance. Mr. Baxter was the first to inform 
the public that his resignation was not voluntary, and has 
since published his regret that he tendered it. 

Since his resignation, he has also published the statement 
that, before lecturing in the summer vacation, “I talked with 
most of the members of the Committee, to see if I was in 
any way bounden to the town or Committee during the vaca- 
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tion, and was told I was not.” If such conversation took 
place, some one of “most of the members of the Committee” 
must recollect it; but no one does, and we pronounce the 
statement a fiction. 

In the same public manner he has also asserted, “I have 
been compelled to resign my position as teacher, as I could 
not conscientiously renounce my Spiritualism.” That he 
believes this statement to be true we will not dispute, but 
nevertheless it is fulse. We and the people of this town 
have known for years that he was a Spiritualist; and if we 
had been disposed to cashier him on account of his Spiritual- 
ism, should have done so by refusing to re-elect him in June, 
when we should have had abundant time to secure a suc- 
cessor, instead of waiting till only two days before the begin- 
ning of the term. 

The day following Mr. Baxter’s resignation, — Saturday, 
September 1, — Mr. Frederick 8S. Cutter, a graduate of Har- 
vard College, was elected as his successor. Mr. Cutter con- 
tinued till the close of the fall term, when he and Miss Weeks 
resigned. Mr. Charles E. Swett, whose long experience and 
high reputation as a teacher commended him to the Com- 
mittee, was chosen as Mr. Cutter’s-successor, and his success 
from the start has justified the action of the Committee in his 
election. Miss A. A. Cross was also elected as the successor 
of Miss Weeks. ; 

The Committee recommend an appropriation of $13,000 
for schools and incidentals, and $1,000 for repairs.

REPORT OF THE PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE. 


A rEporT of the work of the Prudential Committee for the 
year may not be amiss, that the citizens may see what has 
been done with the quite large appropriation of the year. 
The Selectmen’s report will contain the figures of the expen- 
diture. The High Schoolhouse has been thoroughly tinted 
in the interior, much improving its former dingy appearance. 
The blackboards have been all recoated with liquid slating. 
The chairs in the upper room, being of a very uncomfortable 
shape and the cause of physical suffering to the pupils, were 
replaced by new seats, which, in the opinion of physicians 
and experts, are proper for use in such a school-room. The 
ventilation in this building is quite defective, and it was 
thought best to try the system now in use in the Chapin 
Schoolhouse in the west recitation-room on the lower floor, 
which gave the most trouble. This has so far given great 

‘satisfaction. It will be advisable, if the appropriation of 
next year is sufficient, to extend the system through the rest 
of the building and to some other houses which necd it. 

The Grammar Schoolhouse has had its blackboards re- 
slated. The condition of the outbuildings upon the boys’ 
side of the building was such this winter as to render it 
necessary to make quite an extensive change. At the same 
time sinks for drinking purposes have been placed in the 
lower entry. It will be advisable to extend the improve- 
ment to the girls’ side in the spring. It seems to be an 
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acknowledged point that it is necessary to make some change 
in the arrangement of the lower story of this building, and 
whatever has been done in it this year has been with a view 
to any possible change, so that there need be no essential 
loss, even if it is necessary to move some of the apparatus 
putin. This building needs new floors of hard pine in every 
part of it. 

In the other schools, except the Chapin, where it was not 
necessary, all the walls and ceilings have been whitened and 
tinted, and the blackboards reslated. In the Gifford and 
Hill the floors have been thoroughly relaid. The Rumford 
should have new floors this year, and the Wyman should be 
painted. The ventilation, in all these buildings except the 
Chapin, is susceptible of great improvement. The Chapin 
is a good example of the results of a proper system of 
ventilation. 

Various small matters of repairs have been attended to as 
necessity arose from time to time, and the future needs in 
this respect will probably equal those of the past. 

The general report of the School Board contains a sugges- 
tion as to the amount of appropriation required for another 
year, and it is hoped that the town will not refuse what we 
consider a reasonable appropriation to meet the needs of 
another year.

REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN. 


THE selectmen submit the following report for the finan- 
cial year, ending Feb. 28, 1879 : — 

As nothing has transpired out of the ordinary course in 
town affairs during the year, we make our report as concise 
as possible. 

HIGHWAYS. 


The work in this department, under A. C. Quinby as 
superintendent, has been principally on Main Street. Com- 
mencing at Woburn line, the street was newly gravelled 
to Cutter’s Hill, and from the point where the filling of last 
year terminated to the railroad. From the crossing at junc- 
tion of Pleasant Street to the bridge over the stream near 
Whitney’s Mill, we had the gravel taken out to the depth 
of from two to three feet and filled in with stone. Com- 
mencing again at top of Black Horse Hill, have continued 
the work of filling with stone as far as Chestnut Street. 

It getting late in the season, and there being a very bad 
piece near Symmes’ Corner, we thought we would try and 
get that done, but the cold weather rendered the completion 
of this section impossible. 

We have found some difficulty in procuring stone in order 
to carry the work along as fast as we wished. Stone having 
become a commodity of trade, the question is not only Where 
can we find stone? but Who will sell the cheapest, and have 
it most convenient to the work? 
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STEVENS STREET. 


On the northerly end of this street is a ledge, that has 
prevented grading it. In order to get stone for Main Street 
_the coming season, we have had men at work blasting on 
this street, and hauling the stone to a point on Main Street 
convenient for use when wanted. In this way, we are get- 
ting stone for Main Street, and bringing Stevens Street down 
to a proper grade. 

LAKE STREET 


Has been widened to the width of forty feet, as daid out 
by the selectmen and accepted by the town. 

The general repairs about town have been attended to. We 
think all the streets are in as good condition as usual, with 
the exceptions of Pond Street and Everett Avenue. These 
streets having been cut through for Mystic Valley Railroad 
are yet in an unfinished state, which we are assured will be 
finished as soon as weather will permit. 


BRIDGES. 


Walnut Street Bridge has been newly planked, and a new 
bridge built over the stream at Mystic Avenue. 


CULVERTS AND GUTTERS. 


Several of the culverts on the sidehill have been over- 
hauled and enlarged, and concrete gutters laid where the 
water was liable to wash them out. On Myrtle Street we 
have commenced a twenty-four-inch culvert, building about 
one hundred and twenty-five feet this year. When this cul- © 
vert is completed it will give an additional width of five feet 
to the road bed on this street.

In the preceding statement, we have not included $300 
paid for permanent care of lots in the cemetery, because the 
town will never have to pay that debt. 

The temporary loan of $3,000, in anticipation of taxes, is 
also omitted from the list, because it is a temporary matter, 
and will regulate itself as soon as the unpaid taxes, or a por- 
tion thereof, are collected. 
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It will be noticed in the Abatements and Discounts of 
Taxes account that there is a deficit of $976.62. It is 
unfortunate that the assessors did not levy the tax large 
enough to cover this, and we are thereby entailed with this 
amount to be raised extra the coming year, which, together 
with the unpaid taxes, necessitated the temporary loan. 

As the debt of a town is of such importance, it may be 
interesting to see how we stand relatively, that is, with the 
adjoining towns.

REPORT OF CEMETERY COMMITTEE. 


Ir has not been an established custom for the Cemetery 
Committee to make a yearly report. There has been but 
one formal report to the town, which was made in 1874, and 
we now offer the following brief review of our doings. 

Wildwood Cemetery has very favorable natural qualities 
for a landscape picture, so that it requires but little art to 
assist in filling the blank which Nature has left for man to do. 
We are aware that we have but poorly supplied what was 
required of us in that particular. Within the last two or 
three years we have been impressed with the belicf that an 
effort in the direction of improvement should be made, and 
looking over the situation for a point to commence at, the 
first obstacle met with was the fact that the foundation for 
all improvement. had yet to be Jaid, in first making drive- 
ways and walks, which had never been properly constructed ; 
so that before we could begin to embellish the natural beau-_ 
ties of the grounds, we were compelled to prepare the way 
by making proper roads and ways. 

With the small appropriation the town has been accus- 
tomed to make year by year, only a little improvement could 
be made. There is always a certain amount of labor to be 
expended in keeping the weeds down in the walks and 
drives, and mending the washouts in the gutters. This is to 
be done in any event, and aside from that expense, we have 
little left to go into improvements; but with an economical 
expenditure of our little means, we have brought about a 
much better appearance in a good many things. 
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One of the greatest wants of the cemetery, a thing which 
has been long and ardently hoped for, has finally been sup- 
plied, namely, — the Highland water. The introduction of 
the Highland water into the cemetery was a great gain, in 
fact, it was indispensable; and now that it is there, many 
wonder how any owner of a lot could have had the courage 
to try to keep his lot ina condition to present a decent ap- 
pearance without the water. Faucets and hydrants and 
several lawn jets have been furnished, and have been highly 
appreciated. The old well afforded so small a quantity of 
water that it was of very little use to any one, and has now 
been abandoned. 

Our attention has been directed, in a large measure, to the 
improvement of the dell near the entrance, which, in its 
natural state, afforded a most excellent opportunity for the 
display of the skill of an artist,.in the endeavor to compete 
with the finish Nature’s handiwork had put upon it ; but we are 
now able to’ report all the lots in and about the dell, whether 
sold or unsold, brought to a proper grade, and the sodded 
banks and the lawn on the lots ina state of perfection that 
strikes the eye of the visitor in a very pleasing manner. An 
experienced landscape gardener would probably advise that to 
enhance the natural beauties of the dell a pond of water 
would be a necessary accompaniment. Such a pond has 
been decided upon, and so far advanced in its construction 
that it is expected to be in use eurly in the coming season. 
With this pond of water covering the bottom of the dell, 
supplied from the Highland water, and the nicely kept 
walks around it, with the high banks of shining lawn and 
the well-cared-for and nicely clipped lots as a table-ground 
below, with the tastefully arranged lots embellished with 
flowers, and the highly ornamental monument of J. F. 
Dwinell, Esq., in the immediate surroundings, we feel con- 
fident that our dell and its picturesque vicinity will compare 
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in a most favorable manner with anything to be found in the 
cemeteries of the neighboring towns. 

Another marked improvement has been made the past 
season on and about Mount Hope, much of which has been 
done by the enterprising owners of lots in that locality. 
Much taste has been displayed there in ornamenting lots, 
and the abutters on the ground left for ornamental purposes 
have, very much to their praise, erected a rockery with a 
water jet over it to furnish a spray for plants and flowers 
setting cosily in the niches of the rocks. This enterprise 
was originated and led by our lively and untiring associate, 
who always lends zeal to the progressive element of the 
town, Geo. P. Brown, Esq. This locality is a favored spot, 
and all who own lots there are fortunate to a large degree. 
This rockery, which will be much improved by a little time 
for plants to grow upon and around it, and close by it the 
beautiful monument erected by Prof. J. C. Johnson, form a 
picture which, looking from the west, with Wedge Pond for 
a background, would be worthy the pencil of an artist. 

If the town gives us the appropriation we ask for and 
need this year, we anticipate some improvement on the hill. 
The water pipes will be extended there, and the grounds 
around the location selected, and now occupied by the base 
for a soldiers’ monument, will be graded with a finish that 
will improve its appearance and contribute to the value of 
all that elevated location, and, we hope, stimulate all the 
owners near there to make what improvement they can 
afford in these lots. 

Other improvements of a general character have been 
made, such as extending the water pipes each year as far as 
our limited means will allow, grading and sodding lots in 
different localities, making good gutters, etc. We have 
introduced a granite hub for boundaries, and have graded 
lots in blocks, the lots meeting at the granite hub. We 
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anticipate other changes which will please the eye, and these 
changes. can be made a few each year, so that no large 
appropriation will be needed. The cemetery is compara- 
tively small, and a few years more, with the same attention 
that has been bestowed upon it in the immediate past, will 
complete most of the desirable changes. 

On the north side of the cemetery, running the whole 
length, is a strip of land forty feet wide, which was reserved 
in the deed to the town of the cemetery land to be kept for 
a street. 

There being no apparent prospect of a street ever being 
wanted there, we have obtained a release for the town of all 
claims to this land for any purpose, with the intention of 
adding the same to the cemetery grounds, thereby gatning 
quite a number of lots. We feel this to be a valuable ac- 
quisition when we consider that the cemetery lots are fast 
being taken up, and the time will come at no far distant 
period when additions of other lands for enlargement of the 
cemetery will be needed. 

The town began to make regular appropriations for the 
support of the cemetery in 18538, and up to’ 1878 inclusive 
the whole amount appropriated is $6,699.73, out of which 
a tool house, and a new fence all around the cemetery have 
been built, at a cost of about $1,200, leaving an average 
amount for support of the cemetery of $260 each year, which, 
to say the least, steers quite clear of extravagance.

The use of the library has been greater than appears from 
the preceding statistics, it being common for a book to be 
read by several members of the family during the week or 
fortnight for which it is taken out of the library by the per- 
son on whose page it is entered. It is also to be observed 
that no entry is made of the persons who use at the room 
the various books of reference which are not allowed to be 
removed. 

The greatest want of the library is a new catalogue, the 
present one being very incomplete and unsatisfactory, and 
the addition of “supplements” only tending to make it more 
perplexing. No small labor and expense will be required 
to make another. 

A new arrangement of books is needed, scarcely less than 
a new catalogue. There has never been any other arrange- 
ment than by sizes and by order of additions. Fiction, His- 
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tory, Theology, Science, Poetry, Travels, Biography, stand 
promiscuously on our shelves; and as new books are intro- 
duced they go on at the end of their 4,451 predecessors in an 
order perfectly arbitrary and unmeaning. The librarians 
alone know where any book can be found, and their labors 
are needlessly increased as new books are added. ‘The dis- 
advantages of such a lack of arrangement are small in a 
small library, but they grow apace as the library grows, and 
they are most felt by the best students, and begin to be felt 
by any reader the moment he attempts to read for any pur- 
pose but that of amusement. Yet it is precisely such 
attempts that every library should encourage and promote. ° 
If we had an alcove or a set of shelves for each of the sub- 
jects enumerated above, all works of the same class would be 
together, and when a new book came in, it would go with its 
fellows, and be No. 547 of alcove A or No. 315 of aleove .B 
as the case might be. A library thus classified may grow in- 
definitely without becoming confusing to librarian or reader, 
For this arrangement, or even to continue the present one, 
more space is needed then we now have, and more shelves. 
Through the courtesy of the owners of the building, a large 
number of the library books have been temporarily placed in 
a room adjoining the library, in order to give place for new 
books. This adjoining room is now needed to meet the wants 
of the library, and can be connected very easily with the 
present one by making an opening through the wall. 

This involves higher rent and additional expenditures for 
fixtures, which in turn requires a larger appropriation, and 
we ask for $800 in addition to the “ Dog money.”

THE FIRE ENGINEER'S REPORT. 


THE department consists of one steam fire-engine, one 
chemical engine, one hook and ladder carriage, one horse 
hose carriage, four hand hose carriages, one two-wheeled 
hose carriage, and an ammunition wagon. 

There have been eleven alarms and fires to which the 
department has responded, as follows : — 

July 3. The ruins of the Wetherbee House, on W Phas 
ton Street. <A Fourth of July target.

Sept. 10. Patrick McKenna’s house and shoe shop on 
Forest Street. Insured for $4,200. Total loss. Supposed 
to originate from a defective chimney. 

Oct. 15. Peter Warren’s barn on Washington Street. 
Loss, $400. Insurance, $200. Incendiary. 

Oct. 16. ‘“Bacon’s Mill.” Loss, $4,000. No insurance. 
Incendiary. 

Nov. 9. Ruins of the “Old Beehive.” Incendiary. 

Dec. 17. Fire in Arlington; ran to the line. 

Dec. 24. Mr. O’Connor’s house on the Sand Banks. 
Burning chimney. 

Feb. 4. P. McConnin’s store on Swanton Street. Dam- 
age to house, $500. Fully insured. Damage to stock not 
settled. 

Feb. 16. Mrs. Fiedler’s dwelling-house. Insured for 
$2,000. Total loss. Incendiary. 

March 7. Fire in Woburn; ran to the line. 

Total losses by tire, $11,000. 


We have had more alarms this year than for the two pre-

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ceding years. It will be noticed that nearly all of the fires 
have been at the extreme town limits, beyond the reach of 
seasonable aid. Too much should not be expected of a 
country fire department. If in cities like Boston or New 
York, with their splendid fire apparatus and trained men, 
buildings of the nature of Emerson’s piano factory can burn 
to the ground and no harsh remarks made, it would seem 
that the fireman in the country is entitled to equal considera- 
tion when a barn, or some building of equally imflammable 
nature, fifteen or twenty minutes away from the apparatus, 
goes down. 

We have kept within our appropriation, notwithstanding 
the fact that we have spent some $150 in new material, 
thereby improving the efficiency of the department. It 
would seem wise policy to purchase 1,000 feet of hose sim-_ 
ilar to that in use on the outside carriages, which will cost 
$400. The leather hose is oily, and the contact with the 
cotton hose rots the rubber lining; therefore it would be 
better to use cotton hose entirely on these carringes. One 
thousand feet of new cotton hose would enable us to run 650 
feet to a carriage, where we now use 500 feet, — 400 feet of 
cotton, 100 feet of leather hose. Again, some of the hose 
in the department is twenty-nine years old, and has been 
dropping out a length at a time, thereby shortening the gen- 
eral supply, until we have not enough to resupply the 
carriages as they should be. 

It will be noticed, by taking out $1,090 from the full 
appropriation and balances, that the actual running expense 
of the department is $1,866.21. The $1,090 is a fictitious 
credit and debit for water charged by the Water Board to the 
Fire Board, the town itself not being benefited by the book- 
keeping. We call attention to this fact because some of the 
citizens are under the impression it costs $3,000 to run the 


department.

There being a dissatisfaction in the organization of the 
force, some of the officers concluded to work by themselves, 
thereby causing a continual discord, and making it impossible 
for us to keep a full record of the work done. Under the 
circumstances we see no way for the citizens to ascertain the

amount performed unless they take the trouble to examine 
‘the records of the Police Court, which we were told to do if 
we desired to know what was being done. There has been 
considerable said during the year about the alarming increase 
of the liquor traffic. We will simply say in connection with 
this, that if the traffic has increased, drunkenness and crime 
have decreased in a much larger proportion, which may be 
plainly seen if a comparison be made between this year’s 
records and those of the preceding year. There has been 
liquor kept for sale in some localities in the town, no doubt, 
but kept very shady, and we are confident it has not been 
sold openly. In order to prosecute this business successfully 
we must prove the sales, and evidence to this point is very 
difficult to obtain, much more so than inthe cases of unli- 
censed dogs.

REPORT OF FISH COMMITTEE. 


Tue labors of the committee this year have not been 
arduous. Owing to the fact that no appropriation was made 
for this year, and that the money they had saved from pre- 
vious years was taken away from them, what little has been 
done has had to be paid for either personally or by applica- 
tion to the town of Medford. Some 10,000 land-locked 
salmon and other varieties of fish were placed in the 
brooks emptying into our ponds, at an expense of $3.50; 
the bill was sent to Medford asking that they pay it. Med- 
ford has also employed Mr. Zenoni Richardson to protect the 
ponds from illegal fishing, and the newspapers have been 
witnesses of the faithful manner in which he has performed 
his duties. 

Sect. 30 of Chap. 384, Acts of 1869, reads as follows : — 

* Whoever takes or catches any black bass in any of the 
ponds or streams of this Commonwealth from the first day of 
December to the first day of June in each year, or at any 
time, except with naturally or artificially baited hooks and 
hand-line, or buys, sells, or has in possession any such fish 
taken within the limits of this Commonwealth, shall forfeit 
for each offence not less than two nor more than twenty 
dollars.” 

We wish to call the attention of those of our citizens who 
are fond of “the gentle art” to the fact that there are some 
restrictions which must be remembered. It has been cur- 
rently reported this season that several large black bass have 
been caught by persons fishing through the ice. The com- 
mittee have endeavored to ascertain who the guilty parties 
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were, that they might be shown how thoroughly they were 
transgressing the laws of this Commonwealth, but in vain. 
Judge of our surprise upon reading in the Woburn 
* Journal,” under date of Feb. 15, 1879, that a black bass, 
weighing some five pounds, had been caught in Wedge 
Pond, and had graced the table of one of our leading citi- 
zens, a man who has had placed upon his brow all the 
laurels of this community, and yet did not hesitate to come 
under one of the paragraphs of Sect. 30. His exceeding 
innocence and good-nature alone saved him from prosecution. 

Our waters were the first in the State to try the new 
theory of fish culture, for theory it was, and the results that _ 
are now showing were obtained only by various experiments. 
Shad were first tried, but they were ungrateful and have 
never returned. Alewives were natural to the stream, and, 
under protection, have increased to fabulous numbers; and 
while it seems the proper thing to sneer at the humble ale- 
wife, the knowing ones assert that an alewife, well scored 
and a crispy brown, is not a great ways behind the shad. 
Several hundred true salmon were turned into the stream 
some five years ago, but they, also, forgot the name of the 
river. 

Land-locked salmon, black bass, and white perch, also 
the Sebago salmon, have gained a residence, notwithstanding 
the attentions of the oid residents, known as the pickerel 
family. 

On the 11th of September last, a land-locked salmon, 
weighing three and one quarter pounds, was caught in lower 
Mystic Pond, by a boy, while fishing for perch. Mr. J. P. 
Richardson, of Medford, bought it and forwarded it 
to Mr. Brackett for identification. It is now in the 
Institute of Technology. This led to a careful exami- 
nation of the ponds, and the result was, several schools 
of both Sebago and land-locked salmon were discovered in 
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and near the places they would naturally seek for spawning 
ground. 

It is gratifying to the committee to be able to make a 
report, showing that the efforts of the town in this question 
of fish culture are being rewarded with success. 

We would respectively ask that $25 be appropriated for 
the use of this committee, should they necd it.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


TueE Board of Health beg leave to offer the following report 
in regard to their department for the year just ended : — 

Fifteen complaints have been made to them of matters con- 
sidered unsanitary nuisances by the persons calling attention 
to them, and on investigation eleven of these cases appeared 
to justify some action on the part of the Board. In every 
instance but one, advice was accepted from the Board ina very 
good spirit, and followed as completely as could reasonably be 
expected. In the exceptional case the reforms directed were 
done grudgingly and imperfectly, but still enough was done 
to make it unnecessary for the Board to use compulsion. 
But among the first duties of our successors it may be that 
the removal of the ill-kept establishment to a distance from 
the highway will be included. With few exceptions, the 
people of Winchester seem to have the true neighborly feel- 
ing, and to be ready to exert themselves to remove anything 
about their premises of which their neighbors can reasonably 
complain. Of the eleven cases referred to, five were pigsties, 
three privies, three drains. Shortly after its establishment 
the Board promulgated an order, fixing the hours between 
which vaults and privies might be emptied, viz. : “ No person 
shall remove the contents of any vault or privy within the 
town of Winchester during the months of May, June, July, 
August, September, and October, between the hours of 5 
A.M. and 10 Pp. M., nor between the hours of 6 A. M. and 
9p. M., during the months of November, December, Janu- 
ary, February, March, and April.”

It is to be hoped that future Boards of Health will keep 


this order in force; and some similar provision may be found 
advisable in regard to cesspools. 


Such work as the Board has done has been without expense 
to the town.

ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF WINCHESTER. 


THe town at its last annual meeting indicated a purpose to 
have all its affairs managed with the most rigid economy. 
The lavish expenditure and extravagance which generally 
prevailed for a series of years after the late civil war, were 
nowhere more manifest than in municipal legislation, and our 
town was no exception to the general rule. After the flood 
always comes the ebb, and we are now at the ebb. People 
are no longer amassing fictitious fortunes and have ceased to 
imagine themselves rich, and the rich and poor alike feel 
poor. This state of feeling results in individual and public 
economy, and every public appropriation is very naturally 
subjected to the most careful scrutiny, and limited to the 
amount which is absolutely demanded by the public need. 

The School Committee, recognizing the exigency of the 
times and the demand for a wise economy in the administra- 
tion of the trust committed to them, entered upon their 
duties at the beginning of the year with a determination not 
to exceed the appropriation made for the support of our 
schools. How weil our purpose has been carried out the 
Auditors’ Report will show. We close the year with no 
unpaid and unwelcome bills, so far as we know of, for our 
successors, such as we received from the previous year. To 
accomplish this result, we early adopted a rule that no ex- 
penditure of money, beyond a very limited amount, should 
be made till authorized by a vote of the Board. Realizing 
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the fact that the result which we have accomplished could be 
effected only by expending the money appropriated for those 
things which were absolutely necessary, we have failed to do 
some things which a wise economy would dictate. These 
omissions are more fully pointed out in the Report of the 
Prudential Committee. 

One plan of retrenchment in their expenditures which the 
committee adopted was the discontinuance of the Mystic 
School, whose average for the previous year had fallen to 
seventeen scholars. ‘The average number in the Wyman 
School had fallen to twenty-five, and it was thought that the 
scholars in both might be benefited rather than injured by a 
combination of the two schools, allowing, however, a few 
scholurs residing near the Gifford district to attend that 
school. In this manner not only the salary of one teacher, 
but the expense of heating and taking care of one school 
building, might be saved. But the committee soon discov- 
ered that people might favor retrenchment generally and not — 
specifically. The residents of the district were nearly unan- 
imous in their opposition to our plan, and assured the com- 
mittee that there were more children in the district than 
had attended the school regularly, and that if it should be 
reopened there would be a decided increase in the number 
of scholars. The school was accordingly reopened, and the 
attendance was much larger than during the previous term, 
but the average for the year has not been increased. The 
principal objection urged to the discontinuance of the school, 
was the distance of the other schools from the homes of. the 
children, and the committee are compelled to admit that 
there is much force in this objection when the age of the 
scholars is considered. 

On the election of teachers in June the committee felt 
compelled to reduce the salaries of most of the teachers, 
although none were large before. Two inexperienced teach- 
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ers were elected for two of the schools at very low salaries. 
Some of our female teachers are, doubtless, paid less than 
many of their sex earn as dressmakers. ‘The salaries of the 
masters of our High and Grammar Schools are also less than 
those of bookkeepers in the employ of some of our citizens, 
and yet they have spent from six to ten years and large sums 
of money in obtaining an education to fit themselves for their 
positions, while the art of bookkeeping can be learned in a 
few months and at small expense. Yet the bookkeeper is 
called upon simply to show how much money is received and 
paid out, while we intrust to our teachers the formation of 
the character and the future well-being of our sons and 
daughters. The responsibilities of the one are insignificant 
in comparison with the other; the influence of the one in_ 
his occupation is nothing, that of the other, incalculable ; 
one deals with matter or with figures which relate to matter, 
while the very business of the other is to deal with the human 
soul. ; 

The expense of the High School being larger in proportion 
to the number of scholars than any other school, the com- 
mittee decided at the close of the school year to abridge, 
somewhat, the course and reduce the number of teachers. 
By this reduction we lost the services of Miss Maria A. 
Parsons, whose year’s connection with the school as an assist- 
ant teacher had been marked by great fidelity and success. 
This seemed to be a pecuniary necessity, but it has very 
materially impaired the successful working of the school. 
The recitations of. many of the classes are now limited to 
thirty minutes which ought to have a full hour. , Any person 
at all familiar with High School work who should attend 
some of these recitations would be painfully impressed with 
the lack of time for faithful, thorough work. It is an old 
adage “that what is worth dving at all, is worth doing well,” 
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and in no department of human affairs is the adage more ap- 
plicable than in school work. 

The committee are aware that many persons would not 
object to a discontinuance of High Schools, but the policy of 
this Commonwealth has long favored them and its laws re- 
quire them in towns of even less population than ours, so 
that the continuance or discontinuance of our High School is 
not within the option of the committee or town. Our stat- 
utes provide that “ Every town may, and every town con- 
taining five hundred families or householders shall,” besides 
the schools of inferior grade, “ maintain a school to be kept 
by a master of competent ability and good morals, who,” in 
addition to the branches required to be taught in the inferior 
schools, “ shall give instruction in general history, bookkeep- 
ing, surveying, geometry, natural philosophy, chemistry, 
botany, the civil polity of this Commonwealth and of the 
United States, and the Latin language. And in every 
town containing 4,000 inhabitants . . . the teacher or 
teachers shall be competent to give instruction in the 
Greek and French languages, astronomy, geology, rhetoric, 
logic, intellectual and moral science, and political economy.” 
The number of families in our town according to the census 
of 1875 is 661. 

We have done more than the statutes require, and probably 
there is not a town in the State, with a population as large as 
ours, which has not, and if we did less, we should have an 
unenviable reputation, and our town would fail to receive 
accessions to its population from that class of people whose 
character and intelligence are the pride and strength of any 
community. Se | 

There are many people in every town who have not the 
means of giving their children any education beyond what 
the public schools afford, and their children are frequently 
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our best scholars. If school work ends with those studies in 
which the law absolutely requires the town to give instruc- 
tion, it will end at an age when time spent in school will be 
of far greater benefit to the children and the community in 
which they live than if spent in any other manner. 

The High School is a boon to the poor. The rich can 
send their children to academies and colleges where they 
will receive the best instruction, but the poor are compelled 
to be content with what is afforded in public schools. The 
Superintendent of Schools in Worcester, in a late report, 
gives statistics to show that the High School is a democratic 
institution. According to this report, almost one third of 
the scholars in the High School of that city are children of 
persons who either pay no tax or only a poll tax, and more 
than one half ar; children of persons of that class and of 
those who pay taxes on less than $2,000. In our High 
School one fifth of the pupils are children of persons who 
either pay no tax or only a poll tax. 

It is safe to say that the money expended on a High 
School is a good investment for the town; for who will deny, 
that by so much as we add to the education of our children, 
by so much do we increase their power to add to the wealth 
of the next generation ? 

The inteiligent workman in any art or calling is always 
the greatest producer and invariably commands the highest 
wages; he can work single-handed, while the ignorant man 
requires a superintendent to guide and direct him. It is 
better to spend money upon the High School than the alms- 
house, even in a pecuniary point of view, but when the honor 
of the town, present and future, is considered, the truth of 
that statement is clear as the sun. The extent, however, of a 
High School course must be proportioned to the population 
and number of scholars. 
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We have said that at the beginning of the present school 
year we abridged the High School course. Heretofore boys 
have been fitted for college, at least, if there were any desir- 
ing to be fitted; but the number has been small. Nowa 
callege course can be pursued two years, mainly in connection 
with the general High School course. The committee do not 
recommend a return, in this regard, to the former system. 
The number of pupils fitting for college in a town containing 
no larger population than ours is too small for the best re- 
sults, and the cost of instruction is disproportionate to the 
benefit derived. There is need of numbers to stimulate 
pupils to put forth their best efforts for good scholarship ; 
they need the constant, daily comparison of themselves with 
others to prevent indifference and to teach them that scholar- 
ship is won by labor. For this reason it is better that boys 
fitting for college should go to large classical schools, and for 
the additional reason, that there teachers instruct only ina 
few special branches in which they are specially proficient, 
and can devote more time to recitations and give better 
instruction. 

The committee appointed at the last annual meeting to 
build a schoolhouse on Highland Avenue, attended to the 
duty assigned them in a manner entirely satisfactory, and 
the building was ready for occupancy at the commencement 
of the fall term. 

At the annual election of teachers in June, Miss E. Isa- 
bella Livingston, a graduate of our High School and of the 
Framingham Normal School, was elected as an assistant 
teacher in our Grammar School. This school has not ex- 
perienced so many changes in its teachers as in the previous 
year, very much to the advantage of the school, and faithful 
and successful work has been accomplished. Most of the 
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other schools are in charge of teachers of former years, and 
all have been fairly successful. 

At the beginning of the school-year, in September last, 
we were obliged, by the necessity for economy, to dispense 
with the services of a special teacher in music. The in- 
struction during the first four months was carried on wholly 
by the teachers, who took hold of the work well,and con- 
tinued the ccurse begun by Mrs. Bailey in the preceding 
year, but they felt strongly the need of a special teacher, 
and in the month of November, finding that our funds would 
allow it, we appropriated $50 to the purpose, and engaged 
Mrs. Bailey’s services for the following three months. She 
carries to her work enthusiasm as well as ability, and we 
hope to be able to continue during the coming year, without 
interruption, the employment of services so valuable in this 
important branch of instruction. 

Mrs. Bailey reports as follows : — 

“TI commenced teaching Dec. 8, 1878, and finished Feb. 
28,1879. The schools are in excellent condition, the sing- 
ing in some being especially fine, and in all, showing a good - 
understanding of what has been taught them. The Inter- 
mediate Schools have studied the chart faithfully, and are 
well familiar with the natural key. I have been accustomed 
to teach the scholars to sing some of their songs by syllable, 
and they are able to read in several different keys. The 
Primary department is still at work on the charts. I have 
endeavored to make tones and sounds a specialty, and 
although the scholars are far from being perfect in this 
respect, there is great improvement, and I feel confident 
that, in time, with constant drilling, we shall accomplish all 
we could wish. The teachers have taken a great interest 
in the music, and have been of great assistance to me, and 
that, together with the excellent deportment and attentive- 
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ness of the children, have made my work an exceedingly 
pleasant and enjoyable one.” 

The committee recommend an appropriation of $10,500 
for schools and incidentals, and $1,000 for repairs.

REPORT OF THE PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE. 


Two years’ experience gives some knowledge of the 
variety and multiplicity of the duties of the Prudential 
Committee. As his term of office now expires, any remarks 
the subscriber may make will have no personal bias, and 
may benefit future incumbents and the citizens generally. 

He has aimed to systematize matters in his charge, with- 
out introducing an undue proportion of “red tape.” A pay 
roll for teachers and janitors has been adopted, instead of 
a separate bill rendered by each individual each month. 
Careful scrutiny has been given to every application for books 
for indigent children, and in spite of the “hard times,” only 
about one third as many as in former years have been paid 
for by the town. It seems desirable, to many, that the 
town should furnish the use of text-books to all scholars. 
A set of books once bought might, with proper care, last 
several years, greatly reducing the amount of money spent 
for books; and the town could well afford to bear this ex- 
pense, as it would save what is annually expended for poor 
children’s books. There would be less frequent changes in 
text-books, if the town had a stock of its own on hand. 

It has been found that all the schoolhouses, except the 
Washington and Hill, could with economy be put in general 
charge of one man as janitor, he employing assistance in 
very cold or stormy weather. The small repairs have been 
performed by the janitor, as a part of his duties. 

The amount of money expended for repairs this year has 
been less than in other years, not because there were fewer 
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repairs needed, but the balance now unexpended would have 
been insufficient to attend to either of the several matters 
which then needed care. The fence at the High School 
should be put in an upright condition. In the school-room 
there will be needed about twenty-five new seats another 
year, to accommodate all who will enter in September from 
the Grammar School. In the Grammar Schoolhouse, new 
floors should be laid throughout the building. At the Rum- 
ford, new floors are needed over nearly all the building, and 
some change in the out-buildings would be to the advantage 
of health. The house and fences should be thoroughly 
painted. The Wyman Schoolhouse has remained untouched 
by the painter’s brush since the repairs made necessary by 
the fire of 1877, and needs, with the fences, a thorough paint- 
ing. There should be built a suitable fence around the yard 
of the Chapin School. A number of less expensive repairs 
are needed at other buildings. An appropriation of $1,000 
would be wisely made for the repairs of the ensuing year. 
The school buildings could then be all put in such good 
condition that small appropriations would keep them right 
for the next three or four years. 

Ventilation of school-rooms was spoken of in the last 
annual report. The new Highland Schoolhouse is well 
ventilated. It is to be hoped that the system in use there, 
and at the Chapin, may be extended to the other school- 
houses; for an abundance of pure air will be a great help 
to our teachers, whose school-rooms can now be thoroughly 
ventilated only by opening windows and reducing the tem- 
perature in winter to an uncomfortable and unhealthy 
degree. The bodily and mental health of the children is 
jeopardized in this way. Is it not desirable to try to remedy 
the evil?

SCHOOL REGULATIONS. 


1879. 


1. ScHoonu SESSIONS. 


Tue High School shall have one daily session, commen- 
cing at 8 A. M. and closing at 1 e.m. In all the other schools 
there shall be two sessions daily, commencing at 9 A.M. 
and closing at 12 M.; and at 1} p.m., closing at 3} P.M. 
In very stormy weather the principal of the Grammar School 
may order a signal for one session for all the schools except 
the Hill. The signal shall be six blasts of the steam whistle 
at the tanneries of Waldmyer & Moseley, and it shall be 
given at 11% a.m. In stormy weather the teacher of the 
Hill School may require only one session. In case of one 
session the morning session shall be prolonged one hour. 
No session of any school shall be omitted except by vote of 
the School Committee, or in accordance with the regulations 
of Sections 1 and 9. The school-rooms shall be opened by 
the teacher fifteen minutes, and in stormy or cold weather 
twenty minutes, before school time. The school bell shall be 
rung five minules before the hour of the session, and the 
pupils shall be in their seats in readiness for the opening 
exercises precisely at the hour. All schools except the High 
shall have one recess, not exceeding fifteen minutes, during 
the morning session. The High School shall have two re- 
cesses, both not exceeding half an hour. The Primary 
schools shall have a recess of ten minutes during the 


afternoon session. 
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2. ATTENDANCE. 


Every scholar not present at the opening of the school 
shall be marked as tardy. No pupil shall be admitted after 
the hour of commencing, without a satisfactory excuse; and 
all absence must be satisfactorily accounted for. It shall be 
the duty of the teachers, in case of frequent or prolonged 
absence of any of the pupils belonging to their respective 
schools, to ascertain the cause of such absence, and use their 
influence to prevent a repetition of the same. Pupils absent 
from a school for the space of one week at one time shall 
cease to be considered members of the’ school, and the 
teacher, seeing sufficient reasons for so doing, may decline to 
readmit them without a written permission from a member 
of the committee. Pupils delinquent in their studies or in 
deportment, or requiring special assistance in their school 
work, may be detained by the teacher a half-hour after the 
close of the afternoon session, except in the High School, 
where the principal may recall such pupils in the afternoon 
for one hour. 

3. TRUANCY. 

Teachers having charge of pupils who are habitually 
truant shall report their names and residences, and the 
names of their parents or guardians, to the truant-oflicer. 


4, CARE OF SCHOOLHOUSES. 

It shall be the duty of the instructors to exercise suitable 
care with regard to the schoolhouses and the appurtenances 
of the same, and to report such repairs as may be required 
to the committee. 


5. PROMOTIONS. 


Promotions in the Primary and mixed schools shall be 
under the direction of the subcommittees of those schools. 
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In all the other schools promotion shall be regulated by rank 
for scholarship, ascertained by. monthly test exercises and 
by the marking of recitations, at the discretion of the 
teacher. At least one recitation in each study shall be so 
marked, each week of the term. 

The standard of rank necessary for promotion shall be 70 
in a scale of 100. 

Pupils whose average rank for any school year falls below 
this standard shall not be promoted at the beginning of the 
next school year. 

Pupils ranking below this standard for any three succes- 
sive months during the first half of the school year shall 
receive special notice of their rank, and if they shall not 
reach the required standard by the end of the next month 
after receiving such notice, they shall be then transferred to 
the next lower class. 

In all schools where rank is recorded, monthly reports of 
the same shall be sent by the teachers to the parents or 
guardians of pupils. 


6. GRADUATION FROM THE HiaH ScHOOL. 


Pupils who have reached the required standard for promo- 
tion during the two years’ course in the High School shall be 
entitled to the diploma of the Business Course. Pupils so 
completing the four years’ course shall be entitled to the 
diploma of the High School Course. 

In order to be entitled to the regular diploma of gradua- 
tion for completing either of the courses of study in the 
High School, pupils entering at an advanced grade must pass 
examinations in the studies completed by the class they 
enter, and be ranked accordingly. 

The scholar of highest rank in the graduating class shall 
be entitled to the valedictory. 
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If there are graduates from both courses in the same year, 
the valedictory shall be assigned to the pupil of highest rank 
in the longer course. 


7. DISCIPLINE. 


It is enjoined on teachers to govern by persuasion and 
gentle measures, as far as practicable; but they may inflict 
corporal punishment with a rattan applied to the hand, for 
gross misconduct of a pupil. A record, however, shall be 
kept of all cases of such punishment, stating the name of the 
pupil and the character of the offence, and a copy thereof 
transmitted to the chairman of the committee at the end of 
each calendar month. Teachers may also suspend a pupil 
for sufficient cause, but shall immediately report the case to 
the parent or guardian of such pupil, and to the chairman of 
the committee, with a written statement of the cause of 
suspension. 


8. SCHEDULE OF STUDIES. 


It shall be the duty of each teacher to have in readiness 
for the inspection of the committee, at each semi-annual ex- 
amination, a perfect schedule of the studies pursued by each 
class during the preceding term. 


9. VISITING OTHER SCHOOLS. 


The teachers shall occasionally, under the direction of the 
committee, visit other schools, to observe the discipline and 
instruction of the same. 


10. Morat INstrucTIoN. 


Instruction in morals shall be given by the teachers in our 
schools, pursuant to the General Statutes (Chap. 38, Sect. 
10), which makes it the “duty of all instructors of youth 
to exert their best endeavors to impress on the minds of chil- 
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dren and youth committed to their care and instruction the 
principles of piety and justice, and a sacred regard to truth; — 
love of their country, humanity, and universal benevolence ; 
sobriety, industry, and frugality ; chastity, moderation, and 
temperance ; and those other virtues which are the ornament 
of human society and the basis upon which a republican con- 
stitution is founded; and it shall be the duty of such in- 
structors to endeavor to lead their pupils, as their ages and 
capacities will admit, into a clear understanding of the ten- 
dency of the above-mentioned virtues to preserve and perfect 
a republican constitution and secure the blessing of liberty, 
as well as to promote their future happiness; and also to 
point out to them the evil tendency of the opposite vices.” 


11. Contaaious DISEASEs. 


No child residing in a family where there is or has recently 
been a case of small-pox, scarlet fever, measles, diphtheria, or 
such other contagious diseases as shall be indicated by the 
Board of Health, shall be allowed to attend school until the 
physician in attendance on such case of disease shall have 
furnished a certificate to the teacher that the infected premises 
have been thoroughly disinfected, and that, in his opinion, 
the period of danger from infection has passed. 


12. TEACHERS TO OBSERVE REGULATIONS. 


All teachers in the public schools are required to make 
themselves familiar with the provisions of these Regulations, 
and especially that portion of them relating to their school 
duties, and to conform to the same. 
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EXTRACTS FROM THE RULES AND ORDERS OF THE 
SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


Rute VI. The standing subcommittee upon any school 
shall have authority, with the concurrence of the Prudential 
Committee, to fill any temporary vacancy which may occur. 
Whenever any permanent vacancy occurs, the standing sub- 
committee on the school shall report to the full Board at its 
next regular meeting, or at a special meeting called sooner 
for that purpose, the names of persons whom they deem 
suitable to fill the position. The Board shall thereupon 
elect a teacher pursuant to the provisions of Rule IX. 


Rute IX. The annual election of teachers shall be at the 
regular meeting next preceding the first Monday of June. 
The salaries for the year shall then be fixed, and shall not be 
changed during the year. All teachers appointed for the 
first time shall be on probation for three months, at the end 
of which time the Board shall confirm or reject the teacher 
or extend the time of probation.

To see if the town will appropriate money for 
the purpose of decorating the graves of soldiers on Memorial 
Day, or do anything in relation to the same. 

Art. 5. To see if the town will appropriate a sum of 
money for the purchase of land, and extending water pipes 
for Highland Water Works, or do anything in relation to the 
same. 

Art. 6. Tosee if the town will raise a sum of money for the 
maintenance and repairs of Highland Water Works, or do 
anything in relation to the same. 

Art. 7. To see if the town will raise a sum of money to 
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be expended on sidewalks, or do anything in relation to the 
same. 

Art. 8. To determine what sum of money the town will 
raise for the support of the Fire Department for the ensuing 
year. 

Art. 9. To determine what sum of money the town will 
raise for the Town Library for the ensuing year. 

Art. 10. To determine what sum of money the town will 
raise to keep the Cemetery in repuir. 

Art. 11. To determine what sum of money the town will 
raise for the support of the poor, and to defray incidental 
expenses, interest, State aid, and town officers, or do any- 
thing in relation to the same. 

Art. 12. To determine what sum of money the town 
will raise for the support of highways and bridges, and how 
and through whom the same shall be expended. 

ArT. 138. To see if the town will choose a Prudential 
Committee to take charge of repairs of schoolhouses and 
grounds and purchasing fuel, or do anything in relation to 
the same. | 

Art. 14. To determine what sum of money the town 
will raise for repairs of schoolhouses and improvements to 
grounds. 

Art. 15. To determine what sum of money the town 
will raise for the support of schools for the year ensuing. 

Art. 16. To see what measures the town will adopt for 
the payment of the notes of the town coming due the current 
year. 

Art. 17. To see if the town will authorize the treasurer 
to borrow, under the direction of the selectmen, a sum of 
money to meet the demands upon the treasury in anticipa- 
tion of the taxes. 

Art. 18. To hear and act upon the report of the select- 
men on straightening the line of Highland Avenue, as peti- 
tioned for by Geo. S. Littlefield and others. 
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Art. 19. To see if the town will employ its own citi- 
zens to do the town work, and what compensation per day 
shall be given to common laborers. 

Art. 20. To see if the town will take any action towards 
the utilization of its southern watershed and reservoir site, 
by raising money, by taxation or otherwise, to improve 
same, or whether it would lease the same for a term of 
years, or contract with any other town or city to supply them 
with water, or do anything in relation to the same that it 
may do under the laws of the State in relation thereto. 

Art. 21. To see if the town will appoint a special com- 
mittee of three, without pay, who shall hold their office three 
years, except for the two years next ensuing, to take charge 
of the Common and its appurtenances, having reference 
to its care and improvement, and appropriate a sum of 
money for the purpose. 

Art. 22. To see if the town will raise a sum of money 
for the purchase of land for gravel, or do anything in rela- 
tion to providing material for repairing highways. 


And you are directed to serve this warrant by leaving a 
printed copy thereof, by you attested, at every dwelling- 
house in said town, four days at least before the time of 
holding said meeting.

REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN, 


The Selectmen respectfully submit the following report 
for the financial year, ending Feb. 28, 1880 :— 


The first business of the Board, after organizing, was the 
appointment of officers in the different departments, not 
elected at the annual meeting. Engineers of the Fire De- 
partment :—Charles T. Symmes, Charles O. Billings, Geo. 
A. Hall. Police :—Milin Morse, Charles H. Dupee, F. A. 
Patterson, Geo. A. Hall. Messrs Morse and Hall declined 
to serve. Superintendent of Streets: —A. C. Quinby. 
After which the work on the highways was laid out, and work 
was commenced at Russell’s Hill, on Main Street, at the 
Medford line. This was a particularly bad spot, there being 
no way of draining, owing to a ledge at the brow of the hill. 
We blasted the ledge and removed enough of it to give the 
desired drainage. We then had the top of the road taken off 
und replaced with broken stone, and continued the work 
over the hill and along the street to a point opposite the 
house of J. W. Russell. The first part of this work was 
slow and expensive, but the latter part was carried along at 
a reasonable expense. As it was reducing the appropriation, 
and there being other work to be dune, it was left at that 
point. We have found that ten inches of good broken stone, 
makes the road desirable, with the under drainage properly 
eared for. We think any one who has occasion to ride over 
that piece of road, will think the money well expended. 
We have been blasting and hauling stone to convenient 
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points, that the work on this street can be continued in the 
Spring.

WASHINGTON STREET. 


By a vote of the town, $1,000.00 of the appropriation for 
Highways was to be expended on this street. Work was com- 
menced at Woburn line, and the street was newly graveled, 
and in some places macadamized, its entire length. Although 
the cost exceeded the amount voted, we deemed it important 
that the whole street should be done this season.

Incidental expenses, 377 03 
$1,106 73 


The general repairs of streets have been attended to and 
the drainage properly looked after, on all streets where 
work was being done; for this purpose we have used drain 
pipe of different sizes as the case required.. 


CULVERTS. 


The culvert across Forest Street near the Arlington line, 
in the Hill district, having fallen in, was taken up and re- 
laid, at an expense of $50.00. 

The 24-inch culvert on Myrtle Street, has been extended 
this year about 425 feet, to a point above the house of Mr. 
Stinson, and is an improvement to the street, giving an 
additional width, and making it safe for travel. 


Expense, $321 85 
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By an arrangement with the Boston Water Board, the 
culvert formerly running through the lands of D. N. 
Skillings and P. Waldmeyer & Co., has been changed, and 
now runs down Church and Common Streets, across the 
Railroad, through Walnut Street to the river, near the 
bridge. For this change the City of Boston paid the town 
$250.00. The culvert is now available for disposing of the 
surface water at different places on the line, where before 
it either stood on, or flowed over, the street.

We have also put in culverts at different places where 
needed, and have used in most cases drain pipe, which we 
find is better than brick, as the water flows through more 
freely, keeping itself clear from sand and other obstructions. 


BRIDGES. 


The bridge over the Boston & Lowell Railroad on Swan- 
ton Street, and the bridge over the stream on Cross Street, 
have been newly planked this year. 


GRAVEL FOR THE ROADS. 


At the last Annual Meeting, an article was in the Warrant 
to see if the Town would raise money for the purchase of 
land for gravel. This was referred to the Selectmen, to 
report at the next Town Meeting. The Board have looked 
at two pieces of land that have been offered, one owned by 
I. S. Palmer, another by H. W. Hight. The Palmer lot, at 
the foot of Lake street, contains about 7 acres, and as far 


as opened is of mostly good quality for streets; the owner 
offers to sell the whole lot at $1,000 per acre. This is a 
large lot. If a part can be bought, the Board recommend 
its purchase. 

The Hight land is on Cambridge Street, and is not so 
desirable a location for general use, but very convenient for 
the West side of the town, is of good quality for Streets. 
Contains about two acres. He has given no price for which 
he will sell the lot, but stated his willingness to sell by the 
lead or square, as long as he owned the land. 


SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT TO SELECTMEN. 


“Work on the Highway has been as follows :— 

March and April to the 12th. Blasting stone on Stev ens 
Street, and hauling to Symmes Corner for use on Main St. 

April 12th. Commenced on Main Street at Medford line, 
continued on that street until June 18th; graveled Wash- 
ington Street from Walnut to Main Street, and general re- 
pairs during the sume time. 

June 19th. Commenced on Washington Street at Woburn 
line ; continued on this street until August. 

August, Sept. and Oct. Graveled a portion of Swanton 
Street, put in the culvert on Myrtle Street, repaired old 
culverts and laid new at different places. Made general re- 
pairs on Webster, Stevens, Winthrop, Mt. Vernon, Mt. 
Pleasant, Cambridge, Arlington, Forest, Cross, and Pond 
Streets. 

November. Laid sewer on Church, Common, and Walnut 
Streets, and laid pipe on Pleasant Street. 

December. Graveled a portion of Main Street, graded 
part of Wildwood Street, repaired sidewalks. 

January and February. Hauling stone to Symmes Corner. 
Care of snow and ice, graveled sidewalks, cleaned gutters, 
and general repairs.

REPORT OF CEMETERY COMMITTEE. 


The expenditure of the money appropriated for the ceme- 
tery last year, was mostly for finishing work commenced 
the previous year. 

The pond of water in the dell has been completed, which, 
as an ornament, is worth twice its cost, and it seems to be 
fully appreciated. Other unfinished jobs of grading and 
sodding were completed, all in the line of permanent im- 
provement, and go to contribute their share to the general 
finish of the whole cemetery. 

The water pipes have been extended up the hill to the 
vicinity of the soldiers’ lot. This completes a water pipe 
connection to such an extent that nearly all the improved 
parts of the cemetery, which would seem to need the waiter, 
cun be reached with a moderate amount of hose. “Another 
extension of the water pipes on Margin Avenue of a few 
hundred feet, would be all that can be needed for a number 
of vears. 

The soldiers’ lot has been graded and sodded in a style 
acceptable to the community, and now we hope an effort 
will be made to procure a monument to be placed upon the 
nice granite base already laid; and with that in view, we 
would suggest that the small appropriation which the G. A. 
Post get each year, to be expended decoration day, be di- 
verted to that purpose. There is little doubt that if it was 
understood this appropriation was to be added to a fund to— 
be accumulated for the purpose of procuring a monument, 
the yearly sum voted by the town could easily be made 
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larger. We hope the friends of this cause will. take this 
subject into consideration We have continued to grade 
lots belonging to the town for the double purpose of keep- 
ing a uniformity of grade, and having them ready for sale 
ina finished state. Many prefer to buy lots ready for im- 
mediate use. 

A burden, which has been referred to’in former years, 
is still upon us, in a measure, though it has been reduced 
year by year. We refer to the loam with which the drives 
and paths were originally made. This loam has to be re- 
moved and replaced with gravel and then we get a good 
drive. This we are gradually doing, a portion being done 
each year, so that the drives will finally all be made first 
class. 

The street outside of the cemetery for about fifteen rods 
was unfortunately left in the same state of finish as the 
drives in the cemetery, and we would suggest that the town 
could do a very commendable thing by making this short 
piece of road, beginning at the entrance to the cemetery. 
This piece of road begins at the gute at 50 feet wide, and 
continues that width for 10 or 15 rods, and if it could be 
properly made the whole width, it would add very much to 
the good appearance of the entrance to the cemetery. 
There are several parcels of land in the cemetery originally 
laid out and designed for oriiamental purposes. These 
choice places we intend to improve as fast as we can with 
our usual means, so that there shall be no opportunity lost 
in fulfilling all the designs of the early friends of Wildwood 
Cemetery to improve and beautify it. We do not intend to 
ask for any larger appropriation each year than can be profit- 
ably used, or any more than is really needed ; and we desire 
to express our thanks to the town for so willingly voting 
the sum we ask for. 

We would respectfully ask this year that the sum of boteoe 
be voted for the support of the cemetery.

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By the foregoing statement of expenditures it will be seen 
that more than one-third of the amount was incurred in pre- 
paring and printing a new catalogue. This, however, in- 
cludes the expense of a complete re-arrangement of the 
books. This work was done under the supervision of Mr. 
Charles A. Cutter, of this town, the librarian’ of the Boston 
Atheneum, whose experience in libraries and library work 
made his services of special value. His pecuniary compen- 
sation was very small, ia comparison with the time speut, 
and the quality of the service rendered, and we mention the 
fact as a due recognition of the interest he thereby mani- 
fested in the welfare of the town and its library. The 
books have been classified, and the library is now capable of 
indefinite expansion without disturbing those now there. 
The catalogue has been arranged upon a new plan, which, 
the librarian reports, works very satisfactorily. 

The money appropriated hereafter, for several vears, can 
be used almost exclusively in the purchase of books, and in 
the ordinary current expenses. A small sum only will be 
required for printing supplements to the catalogue, from time 
to time, of the books added. A comparison of the expen- 
ditures during the past year with those of the previous year, 
shows that we have expended for books less than half as 
much as was spent the preceding year. The reason, or, 
‘rather, the necessity for this, is apparent. 

The library was closed several weeks, for the re-arrange- 
ment of the books, and therefore we cannot give the usual 
comparison of the number of books taken out during the 
year, with that of the preceding year. We give, however, 
as a fair comparison, the number taken out during the last 
three mouths of each year, as follows :-—

This shows a marked increase in the number of books is- 
sued in the last year, over the preceding, and the reports 
for many years show a similar increase over each preceding 
year. This is a gratifying fact, and indicates the growing 
usefulness of the library. 

Mrs Edmund Dwight and Mr. James A. Dupee have 
made presents of books, which we gratefully acknowledge. 

The library has, probably, never before in its history, 
been in so good a condition as now; but on account of the 
extraordinary expenses of the past year, we have been un- 
able to purchase the more recent publications.

The department has responded to six alarms as follows :— 

March 7. Alarm sounded; proved to be from Woburn. 

April 2. Lyceum Hall, extinguished before, the depart- 
ment arrived. 

May 30. Ruins of the old Bee Hive, set on fire. 

June 25. Louis Erskine’s house on Pond street. In- 
sured for $800; total loss. Incendiary. 

Sept. 18. The Samuel Gardner house. Insured for 
$2,500, loss, $4,000. Incendiary. 

Dec. 8. Barn belonging to S. J. Richardson. Insured 
for $300; total loss. 

There has been little work ii the department the past 
year, and we are happy to state in this respect that there is 
more danger of rusting out than wearing eut. While the 
motto of the firemen is *‘ always ready,” yet the wish is that 
we may never be wanted. 

We would ask for $300 in addition to the regular appro- 
priation of $3,000, to make needful repairs. Our actual 
running expenses the past year were $1,742 83; the bal- 
ance of the money was spent for 1,000 feet of hose, $400 ; 
and $1,090 in keeping up the pleasant fiction of expenses of 
the department for water.

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HIGHLAND WATER WORKS. 


In conformity with the provisions of law, the Water 
Board present the following as the seventh annual report :-— 

The most-important feature pertaining to the water sup- 
ply the past year, has been the condition of the water. 
During the early part of the month of June, the water began 
to be contaminated with the minute plants so often seen of 
late years in many of the ponds and streams of this part of 
the country. The trouble increased rapidly, until some of 
the water takers complained to the Water Board of the 
quality of the water. The death and decay of the vegetable 
matter seemed to be the immediate occasion of the annoy- 
ance. 

The Board made various examinations with a view of cor- 
recting the trouble, but soon satisfied themselves that the 
water in the reservoir should be eritically examined by an 
expert, to ascertain the exact cause of the disturbance. Ac- 
cordingly Mr..S. P. Sharples, chemist and State Assayer, 
was commissioned to go to the reservoir. make a.personal 
examination of the subject, analyze the water, and report. 
He at once tock the matter in hand, and made the follow- 
ing report :— 


Boston, July, 3rd, 1879. 

To the Highland Water Board, Winchester, Mass. 

GENTLEMEN :—In accordance with your request I visited 
Winchester on the 30th of June, and procured three sam- 
ples of water. 

No. L was taken from the faucet at Mr. Dwinell’s. No. 2 
from the top of the reservoimat the gate house. No. 3 from 
near the bottom of the resorvoir at the gate house. These 
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waters were all very similar in appearance and gave the 
same results on an analy sis as follows :—

The water is filled with brownish specks, which can be 
readily removed by filtering. On examination with the 
microscope, these specks are found to consist of a few low 
forms of fresh water algae. These are, many of them, in a 
dead or dying condition. They may be almost completely 
removed from the water by the use of an ordinary bag filter. 
(This is easily made by taking a piece of cotton cloth about 
« foot square, and gathering the edges. together so as to 
fuerm a bag, and then tying this bag to “the faucet so that the 
water must pass through it. The | bag should be washed at 
least once a day). 

The state of the vegetation in this pond is not at all unu- 
sual, and has nothing to do with the fact that it is artificial ; 
similar instances have been observed in Fresh Pond, Cam- 
bridge ; Lake Cochituate ; Crystal Lake, Melrose ; Spy Pond, 
Arlington ; ; the Ludlow reservoir at Brookline ; énd in fact, 
ait pretty much every place where acqueduct water is used. 

It would, no doubt, improve this water very much, in 
appearance, ‘at least, and mest likely in quality, if it wa 
filtered before being used. 

In most cases, this decomposition is connected with the 
rise of the temperature in the spring, though I am inclined 
to think that any sudden change of the temperature is more 
or less destructive to the life in the pond. Ido not think 
that the stirring up of the mud by the horned pouts in the 
pond has any connection with the condition of the water. 

S. P. SHARPLES. 
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After reading and considering the report, the thought 
occurred to the Board that if the water of the reservoir 
could be filtered through sandy or gravelly soil by building 
a filtering gallery or well along the side of the shore of the 
pond and then convey the filtered water into the gate house, 
to be distributed to the takers, the trouble might be obvi- 
ated. 

Some search wis made for suitable filtering soil, and the 
experience of the Board in digging test pits when con- 
structing the dam was available, but not much encourage- 
ment could be gained in that direction because of the rocky 
and otherwise unsuitable character of the shores of the res- 
ervolr. . 

It is known that a considerable quantity of perfectly fil- 
tered water makes its appearance a little below the dam, 
and from thence it follows the channel of the brook ina 
constant stream. This water is undoubtedly supplied by 
the reservoir. Notwithstanding the great care used in 
building the dam by cutting a deep groove into the ledge 
that forms the bottom of the valley, and building the base 
of the priming wall of the dam therein with cement, the 
ledge has so many minute fissures as to allow the water to 
force itself, under a head of twenty-five feet, through the 
ledge and under the dam, and mnuke its appearance, as be- 
fore stated, thoroughly filtered. The dam, being about» 
seven hundred feet long, the quantity of water, thus fil- 
tered, is considerable ; and the next thought was that by 
building a suitable well or gallery, say about thirty feet in 
diameter, and about six feet deep, the filtered water can be 
collected, and, by pumping it back into the gate house, or 
into the main supply pipe near by, made available for the 
use of the water takers. The pumping to be done by 
water power, the water for power to be taken from the 
reservoir; or by steam power; and the pumping of the 
filtered water to be carried on only while the water in the 
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reservoir is affected by the vegetable matter before referred 
to. ° This space of time is usually but a few weeks in the 
year, 

For the purpose of ascertaining the approximate quantity 
of water used by the town, and whether the quantity of 
filtered water is sufficient to supply the present need of the 
takers, the Board procured the services of Mr. Walter H. 
Sears, C. H.,—who mide the original surveys for, and af- 
terwards superintended the construction of the work,—to 
make the necessary investigations. He at once entered 
upon the work, and in due time presented the following re-

MUSSTONEY'S, 

Dear Sir :—With a view to making some suggestions for 
avoiding the recurrence of the unpleasant taste noticed last 
Summer in the water from Highland Reservoir, I have, at 
your request, made some measurements of the amount of 
water now used by the town from day to day, in order to 
get at the probable amount used by the town in the warmer 
months, when the disagreeable taste occurs. 

There are two seasons of the year when the use of water 
largely exceeds the average of the whole year, viz :—Win- 
ter and Summer. In most cases of city supply, the Winter 
use Is largely in excess even of the Summer. In the Mystic, 
it is sometimes two or three times greater in winter, than 
the average for the remainder of the year. In Lowell, the 
Jaly consumption was slightly in excess of that of January, 
in the Aunual Report of January, 1879. It is probable that 
the Summer consumption in Winchester is much greater than 
at other seasons ; but the measurements now made will give 
a basis for computations, and inasmuch as the method of 
measurement is very simple, [I would suggest that the ob- 
servations be made at intervals during the whole year, if 
possible for one whole week in every month. 

The method used at the Gate House, at Highland Reser- 
voir, was as follows:—The stop planks were put into the 
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screen-openings in place of the screens, thus excluding all 
the water except at the very top, w here a wide plank ’ Wis 
placed, with an opening for a weir of sheet brass one foot 
wide. This opening was provided with a gate, so that all 
the water could be shut out from the well of the gate house. 
Suppose, now, the gate to be closed, and no water admitted 
from the reservoir outside, then, as the water was used by 
the Town, of course the level of that remaining in the well 
was correspondingly lowered. At the end of a certain time, 
say half an hour, the Town, drawing from this small reser- 
voir or tank (holding 8.500 eallons when twenty-five feet 
deep), would have lowered it, say five feet. This was noted 
from the gauge; then the water was admitted through the 
weir until the well was nearly filled, when the weir opening 
was closed, the height to which the water had raised was 
noted ; the time during which the water was flowing in was 
also accurately noted, and the water was allowed to settle 
away again, according to the demands of the town, The 
quantity flowing in, as indicated by the gauge, was corrected 
by adding the average flow during the time the weir was 
open. 7 
The observations were continued for ten days, including 
the Sunday, and three all-night observations were made. 
Readings were taken every five minutes during the day, and 
on being tabulated for comparison, show some very inter- 
esting results. The total amount of water consumed dur- 
ing one week,—January 28 to February 3, inclusive, was 
520,000 gallons, or 74,285 gallons per day, on the average, 
including the night consumption. More exactly as follows :

The greatest amount used is on Monday, or “ washing 
day,” nearly twice as much being used then as on Sund: uy, 
when the least is used. Saturday comes next to Monday, 
and Thursday shows the least. On week days the use of 
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water commenced at from 5 to 5.80 A. M., and was quite 
large from 6 to 7.380; again from 11 to 12.80; diminishing 
slightly till 1, then increasing till 1.30 to 1. 45; and again 
increasing at 4,30 to 7 P. M; and at 9 the flow became quite 
regular and uniform again. On Sunday there was a marked 
change in the character of the flow. It commenced at about 
7.80, and was quite extensive until 10.30, when it largely 
diminished, and remained quite small for the remainder of 
the day. 

The continuous flow of the water all night, is something 
which might have been expected from the experience of 
other cities and towns _ I offer no explanation of its cause, 
except that of poor plumbing and neglect, except on very 
cold nights, there can be no doubt that many people leave 
the faucets open to prevent freezing. 

On Friday, from 6 A. M. to 9 P. M., the consumption 
was 56,218 gallons; from 9 P. M. to 6 A. M., of Saturday, 
the flow was quite uniform, amounting to 17,961 gallons. 

On the night of February 2-3, which was a very cold 
night. there was used 24,281 o& allons between the same hours, 
and on the night of February 9-10, between the same hours, 
was used 24,960 gallons. Some slight fluctuations during 
the night, are accounted for bv the custom in one of the tan- 
neries of filling two or three “leaches” besides the boilers ; 
but beyond this legitimate use, there seems to be a large 
amount of water, from 25 to 30 per cent. of the entire con- 
sumption, absolutely wasted. 

After the measurements in the gate house were finished, 
the weir was placed in the stream below the dam, where the 
flow was found to be about 150,000 gallons per day, or some- 
what more than the largest daily consumption. 

The absolute cause of the peculiar taste in the water last 
Summer is not really known at present. Why it comes, or 
whence, is equally obscure. It has been noticed in almost 
all water supplies at one time or another, and its appearance 
seems to be governed by ne fixed law. There appear to be 
certain facts in relation to its appearance in Winchester, 
‘which it may be well to state. It was first noticed about 
June 10th. No record of the temperature of the water 
was made, but at that time it was probably not much below 
70°. It seemed to consist of a greenish, stringy substance 
in the water, which could be strained out, but still left in the 
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rater some of the disagreeable, fishy taste. It appeared in 
Cas reservoir In spots, at first, mite gradually extended over 
the whole surface and to considerable depth. This appear- 
ance lasted for about 30 days, and then disappeared. 

In the town it was most noticed on the streets, where 
there was the greatest circulation in the pipes. There was 
very little trouble on the “dead ends,” as at Symmes Corner, 
on the hill near Wedge Pond, and at other points, a fact 
specially noticed in the occurrence of a similar difficulty in 
the Boston supply a few years since. 

It would_be nearly impossible to give a list of places where 
the disagreeable taste referred to has occurred. = Among 
others are Albany, Rochester and Poughkeepsie, N. Y., 
New Britian and Norwich, Conn., Springfield and Boston,—- 
the latter in both Cochituate and Mystic supplies. Pouygh- 
keepsie is supplied from the Hudson River. The water is 
pumped first into a filtering basin, where all the discolora- 
tion is removed, and then it flows from the clenr well to the 
main pump, and is forced intoa reservoir some two miles or 
more, on the hills behind the city. Mr. Davis, the engi- 
neer, informed me the past Summer that he had become so 
accustomed to the recurrence of the trouble, that he could 
tell, from the temperature of the water, within a few days 
when the taste would be noticed. When the water in the reser- 
voir on the hill reaches a certain degree of temperature, some- 
where near 70°, the taste will very soon follow. | It was said 
that when that occurs, the plan of pumping directly into the 
pipes without passing the water through the reservoir, has 
been quite successful in avoiding the trouble. 

The water supply of Plymouth, Mass., with which I am 
quite familiar, is drawn from “South Pond.” The, shores 
are of clean white sand, there is no stream running in, and 
and the water appears to come from “ spring-holes,” as they 
are called, which become quite evident when the pond is 
frozen in winter. The water is of great purity, comparing 
with that of Boston as 1.40 to 2.43 grains per gallon. In 
May and June, 1877, the, Commissioners were troubled “ to 
account for or find a remedy of the fishy taste and odor of 
the water. In some cases the taste resembled water taken 
from a newly painted pail.” 

Prof. Nichols of the Mass., Inst. Technology who has had 
large experience in examinations of this sort, was asked “ to 
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examine the source of supply and investigate as far as pos- 
sible the origin of the trouble.” I quote nut large from Prof. 


Nichols’ report, as follows :— 
CAUSE OF THE TROUBLE 


Chemical examination of the water fails to throw any ligbt 
on the matter, or to show any reason why the water should 
not be perfectly suitable for use. Microscopic examination, 
however, leads us to what I believe to be the cause of the 
trouble. The water in the pond, or as drawn in the town, 
was found to contain a considerable number of green specks, 
which, when sufficiently magnified, were seen to be vegeta- 
ble organisms—plants which the botanists. call algae. The 
greater number of the specimens examined were of a single 
species of sphoerozyga, although other forms occurred less 
abundantly. It is to the erowth and decay of these minute 
plants that the unpleasant taste and odor which have affected 
your water supply are to be ascribed. 

I should, perhaps, hesitate to regard these algae as the 
cause of the trouble, if the difficulty were peculiar to Ply- 
mouth, but I have been engaged for several vears in inves- 
tigating similar troubles elsewhere, and many such cases 
have come under my observation. 

Iu is by no means an unusual thing for the water supply 
of a town or city to acquire an unpleasant taste and odor, 
lasting for a longer or shorter time. Any pond or river 
water is liable to be affected in this way, and spring or well 
waters are not always exempt; in fact, most towns and 
cities possessing a water supply, have had at some time an 
experience of this kind, and in some localities, the trouble 
appears regularly every year. I do not say, nor do I be- 
lieve, that every case where the water supply is affected, 
can be traced to the same cause, but in a number of in- 
stances, there seems to be little doubt that the cause, as in 
Plymouth, is the multiplication of minute vegetable organ- 
isms, especially those belonging to certain families. We 
do not know all the plants which can produce this affect, 
nor do we know all the circumstances which favor their 
growth and decay, and, at present, at least, we have no 
means of preventing their growth. It is possible, that, 
under certain circumstances, the flushing out of a pipe, or 
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the increasing the flow where the circulation has been slug- 
gish, may produce a temporary incredse or decrease of the 
unple: isant odor and taste, but as long as the trouble exists 
at the fountain head, the matter is beyond the control of 
any water committee or superintendent.”— Report of Ply- 
mouth Water Commisstoners for 1877. 


The report of Prof. Sharples to your Board is very simi- 
lar in its conelusions, and I have selected this case from a 
mass of similar reports from all parts of the country, since 
the nature of the source, a natural pond of unexcelled pu- 
rity, shows that the trouble docs not especially belong to 
a new and artificial reservoir. The difficulty seems to have 
been similar to that at Winchester, so far as can be judged. 
The general features leave but little doubt that the cause is 
the same here as elsewhere. There has been no remedy 
discovered for purifying the water itself on the large scale 
required for a town supply. Filters of various descriptions 
have been adopted only to be rejected. The only really 
satisfactory arrangement, so far as I am aware, is to change, 
for the time being, the source of supply. This involves more 
or Jess expense, and so far as I am aware has not yet 
been adopted ; the peeple, rather than go to any additional 
expense, preferring to put up with what has seemed to be a 
necessary evil, and one generally of short duration. No- 
where has the water shown any indication of being unwhole- 
some at all, however undesirable and unpleasant it m: ay have 
been. 

There are, however, aronnd the shore of Highland reser- 
voir two or three places where the water is. very shallow. 
This becomes very warm early in the season and throughout 
the Summer, and thus promotes the rank growth of both 
high and low orders of vegetable life. I would suggest that 
these places be cut off from the body of the pond, as oppor- 
tunity may offer, by constructing an open dam of stone and 
gravel, i in a similar way to what has already been done at 
the outlet of the Dike’s-meadow brook, which seems to be 
efficient and satisfactory. 

Two or three suggestions are offered, as to obtaining a 
temporary supply from other sources, during the presence of 
this unwelcome visitor in the veservoir. The quantity of 
water used by the town mukes it entirely feasible to seclude 
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from the main reservoir in some inexpensive manner, a sup- 
ply for a few weeks, which by various methods, artificial or 
otherwise, could be kept at so low a temperature as not to 
be attected, or not to allow of the development of the trouble 

Upon any indication of its presence in the main reservoir, it 
could be shut off, and the supply could be drawn from this 
cooler reservoir until the disturbance was passed. <A differ- 
ence of ten or fifteen degrees would be all that would be 
necessary, and, without hi aving made any estimates of cost, 

I think it would be possible, and not very expensive, to keep 
a sufficient quantity of water cool enough to carry the sup- 
ply over, until the time when the water outside should re- 
sume its normal state. Another plan is based on the fact 
that the drainage from the dam, which collects in the chan- 
nel of the old brook below it, is ssmewhat in excess of the 
quantity now used daily by the town. This water, filtering 
its way for a long distance underground, is quite clear, and 
is, I understand, quite free from the trouble referred to. 

Whether or not it would be hard, Iam unable to say, although 
it would probably be harder than the reservoir water. It 
will be quite possible and inexpensive to excavate a small 
reservoir or well, thirty or forty feet in diameter, and six or 
eight feet deep, and collect this filtered water, and by steam 
or water power, pump.it back into the gate house well, that 
being shut off from the reservoir, or directly into the supply 
main with a pressure sufficient to close the check vaive in 
the main below the dam. This would be as safe a method 
as any, since on extraordinary occasions, in case of fire, for 
instance, if the supply being pumped was insufficient, the 
pressure would diminish, and the check valve would admit 
the water from the reservoir. For the short time during 
whieh the trouble lasts, it would probably be found practica- 
ble to pump the water used, by water-power from the res- 
ervolr. 

The small reservoir or well should be roofed over and the 
water kept as cool as possible. 

A third suggestion is that a small dam be built on the site 
of the proposed South Meadow Dam and that the pipe and 
and other appurtenances be laid as if for the future. It is 
not probable that the occurrence of the trouble would take 
vlace at the same time in both reservoirs, notice for example 
the length of time between the passing away of the trouble 
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in Highland reservoir and its beginning in Mystic Lake 
only last summer. It would therefore be furnishing two 
sources one of which could be used when the other was dis- 
turbed. This last plan would be the most expensive, but 
it would be work done permanently and in a proper direc- 
tion and would be always available whenever it was desired 
to compiete the original scheme upon which the works were 
planned. 

I have made no estimates of the cost of either of these 
plans. The last one is most permanent and would give 
more lasting satisfaction, the money being expended in a 
direction where the benefits derived would not be merely 
temporary. The second plan seems, however, to be the 
most practicable tor the immediate present, that is, for the 
coming season it will not require a Vvery.great outlay and 
the prob: tbilities are that it would be a very successful ex- 
periment. I would suggest an examination of the water 
however before its adoption. 

In the meantime it is of course possible that the trouble 
will not occur next season. It did not in the Cochituate 
supply nor has it in Plymouth and other places, but in some 
places it is annual in its appearance and contemporary 
with the first weather warm enough to bring the water.up to 
the required temperature.

Having ascertained that the quantity of filtered water in 
constant supply, is sufficient to provide for the present needs 
of the town, the next step was to ascertain whether the wa- 
ter of the reservoir, naturally quite pure, is injuriously af- 
fected by its course through the very slight cracks of the 
ledge, and the soil below the dam. To be quite sure on this 
point, it was determined to have the filtered water thoroughly 
analyzed by Prof. William Ripley Nichols, of the Mass. In- 
stitute of Technology. A sample of the water was sent to 
him, and he has made the following report :— 
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Mass. Institute or TrecHNOLoGy. 
Boston, March 5th, 1880. 
To the Water Commissioners of the Town of Winchester: 

(GENTLEMEN :—Permit me to present herewith the report 
of the examination of a sample of water received by me on 
the Ist inst. 

The water had the characters of a soft surface water pos- 
sessing only a slight color and being nearly free from sus- 
pended matter. The total amount of foreign solid sub- 
stances dissolved in the water, as will appear in the table, 
is only 4.96 parts by weight in 100,000 parts by weight of 
tne water, (which would ‘be 2.9 grains in the U. S. Gal- 
lon). This solid matter is made up of the compounds usu- 
ally present in such wiaters, and consists mainly of carbon- 
ate and sulphate. of ime (and magnesia), chloride of so- 
dium (common salt), with some vegetable organic matter. 
It is worth noting, although of no importance from a sani- 

tary point of view, that the water contains very little iron, 
but an appreciable amount of manyanese, which, in the wa- 
ter, probably exists as bicarbonate of manganese. 

It should be said that all waters are subject to ‘ora 
from time to time, and this is especially true of surface w 
ters, so that in comparing the results of the examination of 
the present sample with other waters, too much stress can- 
not be laid upon slight differences. It may, however, be 

said without hesitation, that this water compares favorably 
with that supplied to any of the cities and towns of this re- 
gion, or indeed, elsewhere, and at the present time it is de- 
cidedly superior to that supplied to the city of Boston by 
either the Cochituate or the Mystic Works. 

-Table I contains the results obtained by the method which 
is most commonly employed at the present time,—the so- 
called *¢ albuminoid ammonia” being taken as an indication 
of the nitrogenous organic matter (Wanklyn’s method).

Table Il contains the results of the examination of the 
Winchester and other weters by what is known as Frank- 
land’s method. This method, which is felt by many to give 
more valuable results than the Wanklyn method, consists 
in evaporating a certain quantity of water to dryness under 
suitable conditions, and then burning the residue in closed 
vessels in Such a manner as to convert all the carbon and 
nitrogen of the organic matter into gaseous substances, 
which can be readily collected and sips SiPRERE In this way 
may be determined the “organic carbon” and “ organic ni- 
trogen,” and the method comes nearer to giving the actual 
amount of organic matter than any other which has ever 
been employed. In interpreting the results it is felt that 
great importance attaches to the relative proportion of 

earbon to nitrogen, forse Mean general true that organic 
matter of vegetable origin contains a larger proportion of 
carbon, while organic matter of animal origin contains a 
larger proportion ‘of nitrogen. 

Judged by this method, the Winchester water is better 
than the aver ‘age of our ne waters: the total amount of 
organic nitrogen and organic carbon is small, and the ratio 
om. carbon to nitrogen is “high, showing that the organic mat- 
ter is mainly of vevet able origin.

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THIRTIETH REPORT 


OF THE > 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF WINCHESTER. 


FOR THE YEAR 1879-80. 


The year just closing has seen but few external changes 
in our Schools. 

The Grammar, Intermediate, and Primary Schools con- 
tinue under the same teachers that they had a year ago, and 
but two of the Mixed Schools have made a change. 

Miss Meade resigned the charge of the Mystic School, at 
the close of the last school year, and was succeeded by Miss 
Spurr, of this town. 

Miss Quimby retained her place at the Highland School 
until December, 1879, when she resigned, near the close of 
the Christmas vacation, and the Committee were obliged to 
fill her place at very short notice. Under these circum- 
stances they considered themselves fortunate to secure the 
services of Miss Nye, of Sandwich, a teacher of successful 
experience, whose recommendations from her former em- 
ployers were such ag no committee would have been justified 
in disregarding. 

In the High School, an important change was made. Af- 
ter much careful deliberation on the part of the Committee, 
they decided that the interests of the School demanded the 
employment of a Classical Instructor, and they therefore 
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appointed to that position, Mr. Andrew Woods, of this town, 
a graduate of Harvard College, and a scholar of high stand- 
ing, in his class. Convinced from the experiment to which 
the limitations cf their funds had compelled them the pre- 
ceding year, that the High School cannot be efficiently 
‘carried on without three teachers, the Committee elected as 
the other assistant, Miss Parsons, of this town, who had 
previously served tour terms in the same place. She took 
charge of the French and ‘* English” departments. This 
arrangement left the principal, Mr. Harrington, free to 
devote himself entirely to the Natural Sciences and Mathe- 
matics. 

When miking this change in the arrangement of the 
School, the Committee thought it best to make some altera- 
tions in the Course of Study, with a view of making it more 
systematic, more practical, and more thorough. The High 
School course, hud been, it was true, altered several times 
within a few years, and with each alteration some injury 
had been done to the classes then in the school, some con- 
fusion brought into their work. Still, in spite of these 
temporary disadvantages, each change had been for the 
better; the number of studies had in a few years been re- 
duced about one-third, and the length of the course, in- 
creased from three years to four. A two years’: business 
course had been provided, without increasing the work of 
the teachers, and the expense of the School. Nevertheless 
the Committee were desirous of still further improvement, 
and the matter was placed in the hands of a sub-committee, 
who made substantially the following report, which was 
adoptea : 


This Course of Study for the Winchester High School is modeled on that 
jn use in the Boston High School; being so modified as to extend over 
four years, instead of three. It covers, in the main, the same ground as 
the present course, and can be substituted for it with no essential incon- 
venience or disadvantage to those classes which are now in the High 
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School. Yet itis superior to the present course in simplicity, thorou gh 
ness, and completeness. 

It gives prominence to the study of the English Language; including in 
the four years’ course, the written application of Grammar and Rhetoric, 
with constant exercises in Composition; the critical study of the chief 
English and American authors, taking first those of the present century, 
as the most interesting and intelligible to the young, next those of the 18th 
century, then those of the 16th and 17th, and finally concluding with a 
comprehensive and chronological view of English Literature. This course 
will include loud reading and recitation of selections, and while not dis- 
pensing with the special Grammar and Rhetoric books now in use, will 
give to these subjects a more living interest by a study of their use by the 
best writers. 

The English Course also includes a very complete course in History, 
which is to be studied by topics, and includes Civil Government, Consti- 
tution of the United States, and Political Economy. 

All pupils of the School are required to study English, as equally. impor- 
tant with the Mathemematics, instead of leaving it, as heretofore, to be 
an alternative with Latin. 


FOREIGN LANGUAGES. 


That Latin, however, need not be required of all, the alternative of French 
is allowed, and two years’ study in this language with the after use of it in 
History and Literature, as recommended, will give a very satisfactory 
knowledge of it, far greater than by the present course. 

Latin is provided for four years, and Greek for two. This arrangement 
is not made with a view of returning to the so-called ‘‘Classical”’ or 
“‘College’’ course of past years, but rather for the sake of giving a good 
course in both these languages to those who will never go to college, and 
of keeping in the school those who now leave at the end of the third year, 
because they are obliged to drop these studies. The Greek will be given 
in the last two years, but the class may be joined by any members of the 
earlier classes who do not intend to remain in the school through the 
whole course. 

The ist and 2nd Year French classes may be joined, as an extra, by the 
3d and 4th year Latin classes. Those studying either of these languages 
the third year must omit one of the other branches. 

In Mathematics, this course gives three years, instead of two, as at 
present. 

In Science, the course is three years, and includes the most important 
branches.

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A third year of French was substituted for the third year 
of Mathematics, by a subsequent vote of the Committee, 
and the course thus amended went into operation at the be- 
ginning of the School year, Sept. 3rd, 1879. 

This Course of Study has been on trial but six months, 
and it is vet too early to pronounce upon it. The most 
important feature of the change is the introduction of 
English Language and Literature during the first year and 
its continuance through the whole course. Of all the studies 
pursued in our schools, none is more important to our chil- 
dren than that of their own language. Of the graduates of 
the High School many read little French and no Latin after 
they leave it. Of the Mathematics and Natural Sciences, 
only a few pursue the study in later years. But all, without 
a single exception read and will continue to read as long as 
they live, and probably every day of their lives. 

The importance then, of their learning what to read, and 
how to read, van hardly be over-estimated, and this is pre- 
cisely what our English Course is intended to teach them. 
And in addition to this it teaches the use of the language by 
the pupils themselves by giving constant practice in the 
writing of Essays, Abstracts, Criticisms, &e. 

The course could not be followed this year exactly as laid 
‘down. The three lower classes, neither of them having had 
any previous training, it was thought best to introduce the 
subject with all of them, with the literature of the present 
century. 

The great difficulty in the way has been the want of suita- 
ble text books. No book of Specimens of English Litera- 
ture answers the purpose, because such collections give a 
few extracts from each of many authors, while the im- 
portant feature of this plan is to take a few prominent 
authors, and to give comparatively thorough study to each. 
On the other hand it is difficult to procure copies enough of 
the entire works of each author, in the public or private 
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libraries of this town. Yet the committee have not felt 
inclined to require the purchase of such books, and the only 
book bought for this course this year has been one cheap 
issue ** Selections from Irving’s Sketch Book,” used by the 
Junior class. 

But in spite of these difficulties, the course so far has 
excited considerable interest in the classes, and the commit- 
tee hope that every aid and encouragement will be given to 
this most important branch of education. Especiaily is it 
to be desired that parents will estimate its value so highly 
that they will be willing to afford their children every facil- 
ity for its pursuit, and that they will consider a few dollars 
each year well spent in providing books for it; seeing that 
they are not merely school books to be thrown aside at the 
end of school days, but books of permanent value. They 
will serve as the nucleus of a library to which it shall be the 
pride and pleasure of their owner to add something each 
vear of his life. They will contain a never-ceising fund of 
the purest enjoyment, increasing with the power to appre- 
clate their contents, and they will give a taste for good com- 
pantonship in reading, which will be the best safeguard 
against the influence of what is worthless and low. 

The study of History was begun, as intended by the re- 
port, to be pursued by topics, without a text-book, and 
those who had access to books, found great pleasure and 
profit in hunting up information ona given sabject or pe- 
riod from various sources. But so many of the pupils were 
unable to do this that a reliance on this method alone had 
to be nbandoned, and the “Outline History” by Swinton, 
was adopted, with the hope, however, that pupils would 
continue to use the other method as much as possible. 

The Committee feel obliged to express their opinion that 
the work of the High School is not taken hold of with suffi- 
cient earnestness by the majority of the pupils. There 
seems to be an idea prevalent among them that any out of 
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school study is an unpleasant restraint which must be re- 
duced to a minimum, and must not be allowed to interfere 
with their pleasures or ether pursuits. It were much to be 
desired that these young people, and their parents too, 
should fully realize that these four years are years of vital 
importance in their education, and that whether they are to 
form the close of school life, or are to be followed by a col- 
lege course, they should be devoted without reserve to 
school work, and take precedence of everything but health 
and moral duties. The years from 14 to 18 usually spent 
in our High School, are years which can in most cases be 
inore unreservedly given up to study than any which come 
after, and it is a pity that these young people and their par- 
ents cannot make up their minds that it is quite worth while 
to forego exciting pleasures, to postpone late hours and fa- 
tiguing festivities, until school days are over. The hours 
from the close of school at 1, to bed time at 9 or 94, are 
enough to allow time for two slowly eaten meals, ample 
exercise 1n the open air, and some indulgence in home du- 
ties and pleasures, and yet leave more time for study than 
is given by the average pupil in our High School. The 
Committee have no wish to crowd or hurry the young peo- 
ple, but they do believe that with systematic use of their 
time, and a surrender of some of their evening amusements 
and late hours, and above all, with an abiding conviction 
that their lessons are the most important things, and that 
whatever else is left out, they must be done, and done 
quietly and in good season, that a fair trial of these condi- 
tions would soon show a-surprising gain in the quantity and 
quality of work done, and in the pleasure of doing it. It is 
to be feared that school work often suffers unnecessarily by 
being sacrificed to an undue amount of “ practising” on the 
piano. 

In the Grammar School, things have gone on smoothly 
and successfully during the past year. The school is large, 
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too large fer three teachers, and the great size of the lowest 
class, especially, makes it, with the present arrangements, a 
difficult problem to deal with. Pupils come together from 
all parts of the town, with the different training given by 
seven different teachers, and it is no easy matter to get them 
trained to work in one method, and to keep step together. 

The Committee have this year carried out more strictly 
than before, x2 rule which has been in existence, essentially, 
for some years, requiring pupils, whose rank has been for 
the first three months of the year below an average of 70%, 
and who, after being warned, have failedto reach that rank in 
the fourth month, to drop back into the class below, and the 
result has been that at the close of December, 1879, six 
boys and one girl were sent from the High School back into 
the Grammar School, and seven boys from the Grammar 
School back into the Intermediate Schools from which they 
came. Of this number, several were taken out of school by 
their parents, and either sent to other schools, or put to 
work. Some complaints have been received by the Com- 
mittee from parents who represent that children thus sent 
back, are out of place in their new position, and will lose 
ra’ her than gain by being obliged to retrace the work of a 
previous year. This is undoubtedly true in some cases ; 
yet there seems no better way open, to prevent the injury 
done to a class, by members who do not and will not keep 
up to the required standard, and it is hoped that parents and 
children alike, finding the consequence of such deficiency in- 
evitable, will in future ensure continuance in the class by 
steady attendance and good work. 

Irregularity of attendance is, as always, a potent cause of 
poor scholarship. It is impossible for a child, who is fre- 
quently absent from recitation, to keep up with his class, or 
to take any very lively interest in his studies. Here, again, 
is a subject of importance for parents to consider. 

The necessity for thorough preparation for the Grammar 
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School can searcely be over-rated. For want of it, steps 
have to be retraced, work must be done over again, progress 
is slow and uncertain. The course gone over in the lower 
schools should be so thoroughly understood,and so completely 
assimilated, as to become part of the child’s mind, and so in 
allessentials, beyond the possibility of being lost or forgotten. 
To this end, nothing must be undertaken that is beyond the 
childish comprehension ; nothing must be taught by mere 
routine work, instruction must be patient, and must aim 
more to awaken, develop, and interest the child’s mind, than 
to put knowledge into it. The child must be made happy in 
learning, eager for new knowledge, and intelligent about 
means to obtain it. 

In Arithmetic especailly, the tendency was formerly to 
crowd a child along too early, and to spend weeks and mouths 
in drill upon subjects that would be easily comprehended a 
year later, while the time could ill be spared from other sub- 
jects better adapted to this earlier period. The Committee 
have, therefore, reduced the requirements for admission to 
the Grammar School, in Arithmetic, believing that it is not 
only loss of time in the end, but a positive injury to the 
child’g mind to attempt to go over ground for which the un- 
derstanding is not ripe. 

What has been said of the importance of the study of 
English in the High School, applies tully to the lower schools. 
Reading, writing, and understanding the English language, 
is the work to which the greatest prominence is given, from 
- the moment the child enters the schoel, and fortunately it is 
the one which can be pursued in the greatest variety of 
methods, and in connection with every other study, so that 
it is possible to ensure unflagging interest, and constant 
progress. 

The old method of beginning the study of English by 
learning the alphabet, so that many weeks passvd before a 
child “ knew his, letters,” and could begin to learn to read in 
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words of two letters at atime, was discarded from our schools 
many years ago, and for at least six years, the phonic sys- 
tem has been thoroughly adopted, not, however, to the ex- 
clusion of a partial use of the “word method.” —Butler’s 
charts have been introduced this year, to the grest satisfac- 
tion of the teachers. The great drawback in teaching to 
read, has been found to be the very small amount of prac- 
tice that the children got in school, the exclusive use of 
“Readers,” confining them to four books, which must last 
six years. It is certain that much easy reading, fully within 
their comprehension, is far more useful to children than a 
little difficult reading, which is beyond their understanding. 
To supply this want, the Committee have this year put into 
the schools some “supplementary ” reading, in the form used 
in the Boston schools. The children have also been encour- 
aged to bring books from home to read aloud, and in some 
cases, notably in the Washington and Mystic Schools, the 
parents of a whole class have supplied their children with 
readers of a different series, in addition to those prescribed 
by the Committee. But more yet needs to be done in this 
direction, and it seems desirable that two sets of readers 
should be authorized for use in the schools, so as to give two 
readers of each grade, to be read in two successive vears ; 
and postponing the use of the very difficult Fourth Reader 
till the first year of the Grammar School. The additional 
expense of two more readers, involved by this plan, has 
alone made the Committee hesitate to adopt it. But the 
gain would be very great, not only in the larger amount of 
reading matter adapted to the capacity of each class, but in 
the reliet from the tedious repetition of the same old pieces, 
unavoidable where a reader is used for two years. 

But the Readers are not merely books to read from; they 
afford language lessons of great variety and interest. As 
soon as a child can read a word, he is taught to write it, 
and from the first day to the last a writing lesson accompa- 
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nies every reading lesson. The variety of these lessons is 
endless, and they introduce the children to a practical use 
of the Janguage and an understanding of its use by others, 
such as no study of technical ** grammars“ could ever give. 
Spelling is learned in this way too, far better than in any 
other. The old complaint which Horace Mann made a 
generation ago, of the time wasted on “nonsense columns,” 
is still to be made, and time is still lost in the oral lessons 
which seem to save it, because they are so quickly recited. 
For it must be noticcd that the one single use of knowing 
how to spell is to write. If a person is never to write he 
need never spell; we can talk all our lives long without 
knowing how to spell a single word we say; we can read 
the most difficult words and sentences, without needing to 
reproduce them in spelling, so long as we ure not to do so 
in writing. So that it follows that no child in school needs 
to know on any particular day, the spelling of any word that 
he may not have to write that day. Two things follow from 
this faet—that there should be no hurry about teaching 
spelling in advance of the necessity for using it, and that 
there should be every day such writing required as shall 
produce that necessity. Let the child use by constant prac- 
tice, in writing as large a vocabulary as he is in need of to 
express his ideas, and in this way, and this only, will he keep 
his knowledge of spelling abreast of his need of that knowl- 
edge. As no time will thus be lost in laying up lists of 
which he may not need to know for years to come, his time 
and attention can be undividedly given to what he needs and 
what he understands. 

The Geography lessons also give opportunity for written 
exercises, and the hard names are more firmly impressed on 
the mind when they have been written out on slate or black- 
board. Dictation exercises, narratives, abstracts, letters to 
real or imaginary friends, descriptions of pictures, or sto- 
ries founded on them, all these and many more which the

ingenuity of teachers suggests, are methods of teaching the 
English language in the lower schools. 

The teachers of these schools have also. spent time and 
patience in providing means to arouse and interest the chil- 
dren. Several have been in the habit for some years past of 
collecting wood cuts and pasting them into old writing books 
or on pieces of cardboard, to form attractive scrap books. 
These are also used as foundations for a conversation lesson 
or composition. In several school rooms tables have been 
placed, and it is a pleasant thing to see half a dezen chil- 
dren standing around one, looking at a picture book, reading 
from a new Wide-Awake or Nursery, forming words from 
cardboard letters, making the multiplication table with nu- 
meral blocks or putting together a dissected map. In the 
same roum are children standing at the blackboard, writing 
or drawing, while the teacher, hearing a class recite mean- 
while, has all the time, her eye on tne various happv, busy 
groups. Is not this sort of improving pleasure a better way 
of rewarding good behavoir and scholarship, than the once 
prevalent method of dismissing the good child early, as if 
the school room were a good place to get away from. 

Besides the Reading, Spelling and Writing, the Geogra- 
phy and Arithmetic, the subject of Natural Science is one 
which has engaged the attention of the lower schools, and 
which should be far more thoroughly and systematically car- 
ried outin them. The custom has been too much to leave 
these studies until the High School course. In the lower 
schools the children should be encouraged to use their eyes, 
and their ears, and their hands, and then to use their minds 
to examine and to understand those things which the eyes 
see, the ears hear, and the hands touch. Nature lies around 
them with all her wonders, and they need only the guidance 
of a skilful leader to induce them to study for themselves 
into all her varied works. They do not want book knowl- 
edge about these things, they want the things themselves ; 
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they want to see, to collect, to examine, and then to be 
helped to classify and arrange what they have discovered. 
They must plant seeds, and observe the mysteries of the 
erowing plant. They must study the trees, their leaves and 
blossoms, their bark and wood. They must collect cater- 
piliars and chrysalises, and see with their own eyes the 
miracle of transformation. They must listen to the notes of 
the birds, and watch their nest-building and their parental 
cares, till they love them too well ever to raise a hand 
against them. They must go to the ant for wisdom, lying 
full length on the warm summer earth to observe the won- 
ders of its ways. They must notice the stars, and the sun 
and the moon, till they know their times and seasons. And 
all these observations they must bring to the school room, 
and there, guided by the careful questions, must learn both 
to discriminate and to generalize. 

And this work must be done, not in a desultory way, nor 
us an occasional amusement, but carefully and conscien- 
tiously, as a thing worthy of most glad and serious atten- 
tion. The time given to it cannot be better spent. For who 
can doubt, that children thus trained to intelligent observa- 
tion, to thoughtful comparison, and to clear oral and written 
descriptions of the results of their observation and compar- 
ison, would be far better fitted for the Grammar School, for 
the High School, and for life itself, than if the time had been 
given to a few more pages of map questions, a little more 
“ parsing,” or some additional problems in arithmetic. 

The blackboard, that invaluable assistant, is in growing 
use in the schools. Go in at any time, and you will see the 
broad surfaces covered with work of all kinds,—spelling 
lessons, “language” lessons, arithmetical examples, im- 
promptu maps, music and drawing. Poor scrawling much 
of it is, but beautiful to the eye of the Committee, as evi- 
dence of life and progress. “ Where there are no oxen, the 
crib is clean,” and a clean blackboard is only less objection- 
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able than one on which a huge landscape, or an elaborate 
copied map, remains from one month to the next, too pre- 
clous to be rubbed out, but wholly preventing the use of 
the board for that daily work which is more precious still. 

Music has been pursued as-usual, Mrs. Bailey visiting the 
schools below the Grammar, once a fortnight. She reports 
interest and improvement in the scholars, and helpful co- 
operation from the teachers. The work thus begun is vig- 
orously carried on in the Grammar School, and excellent re- 
sults are obtained. 

Physic:al exercises have been carried on in all the schools 
during the past year, with more regularity and care than be- 
fore, and the teachers have many of them, taken great pains 
to invent and to teach a great variety of pleasant gymnastic 
exercises. Five minutes spent in this way, after an hour’s 
school work, when eyes and mind are relaxed, and muscles 
are set to work, when the air is freshened, and the blood 
brightened, have a value far beyond the amount of time ex- 
pended, 

It may safely be said, that, as a general rule, the children 
in this town are happy in school.. The teachers are friendly, 
considerate, and interested in their work, and well-disposed 
children have seldom occasion to complain. If the teachers 
sometimes err in judgment, and may sacrifice too muclt to a 
theory of order, or a standard of scholarship, it is only say- 
ing that they are fallible, a quality which they share with 
the parents. If the parents would be more cautious, some- 
times, how they listen to the complaints of children, and 
would remember how one-sided such evidence is, and give 
the teacher always the benefit of the doubt, it would be bet- 
ter for teacher and children both. The teacher must remem- 
ber always that the schools are made for the children, not 
the children for the schools; but the parents must not forget 
thut the greatest good of the greatest number must be sought, 
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and that it is impossible fora teacher always to consider the 
peculiarities of the individual case. 

There seems to be a wide-spread opinion that the duties 
of the community with regard to the schools, are divided 
somewhat as follows:—The Town is to pay for them, the 
children are to attend them, the teachers to teach them, the 
Committee to oversee them, and the “citizens generally ” to 
tind fault with them. With this division of labor, it is easy 
to perceive that the citizens have far the’ easiest part of the 
work, for while intelligent criticism is a difficult thing to 
give, mere fault-finding is extremely easy, as it requires no 
real knowledge of the thing found fault with, and no pains 
to learn whether the grounds of complaint are true, or 
whether any remedy is possible. It does seem as if it would 
be both possible and desirable to make some change for the 
better in this respect. There is plenty of ground tor just 
criticism on the schools; teachers are not perfect, systems 
ure not perfect, committees are not perfect. Committee and 
teachers could probably point out more weak spots in the 
schools, than all the other citizens combined, so that mere 
fuult-finding seems to be at once superfluous and useless. 
But if any person has occasion to criticize anything about 
the schools, the best course to take appears to be, first, to 
to make as sure as he can of his facts, and then, instead of 
nnnouncing them to the next person he meets on the streets, 
to go nt once to the person responsible, either the teacher 
or a member of the Committee, and state his complaint. It 
may be received with thanks for the information, and readi- 
ness to accept the suggestion. It may be met with fact or 
explanation which will satisfy the complainer, and send him 
away contented. Or there may prove to be a difference of 
opinion which cannot be reconciled. In that case, it must 
be borne in mind that the responsibility rests with the Com- 
mittee, and that, as long as it is so, they must act according 
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to their best judgment, and not according to the judgment 
of another, however good it may be. 

It is not only, however, by refraining from needless and 
useless fault-finding, nor by making needful and useful crit- 
icisms, that the parents and friends of the schools can help 
them. The schools want to be visited. Visiting is, to be 
sure, one of the duties of the Committee: but it is the one 
that a Committee composed of busy people, with many other 
duties, cannot possibly perform to its full extent. If par- 
ents would be more in the habit of spending an hour or two 
in the school-room, so as to see the school, not in full 
dress once a year, but in its every-day aspect once a month, 
they would see more clearly the difficulties that a teacher 
has to contend with, and would appreciate more fully the ef- 
forts she makes for the good of the children, and they would 
he more eager to give her the support and encouragement 
that every teacher needs. Mothers, who find it hard to make 
their children obedient at home, will perceive the triumph 
or sympathize with the failure of one who has forty to make 
to make obedient at school. One who has heard with indig- 
nation the report brought home of the teacher’s “ crossness,”’ 
will perhaps, by spending one session in school, be led to 
~ excuse an occasional hastiness of reproof, when she sees the 
harassing perplexities that beset the teacher of so many lit- 
tle ones, and remembers that she herself sometimes lets slip 
an impatient word to her own two or three. 

There are other ways too, of helping the schools. Books 
adapted to interest and instruct children, would be gladly 
received and used; illustrated papers, pictures, weights 
and measures, a magnifying glass, dissected maps, a box of 
toy money, anything to stimulate the interest and exercise 
the wits of the children, is sure to be welcome to a teacher, 
and to be well used as occasion offers. A little money even, 
a few cents, a quarter or half dollar, put into the teacher’s 
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hands, will often enable her to buy some trifling convenience 
for her school, such as she now often pays for herself. If 
the parents would visit the school rooms enough to. get ac- 
quainted with their wants, they would find many ways to 
help forward the education of their own children, and at the 
same time, that of others, with scarcely any trouble or ex- 
pense. . 

And for those who ean afford to do still more, there is 
enoughtodo. The example of making gifts to the schools 
has already been set, and the only wonder is that it has not 
been more often followed. On the walls of the Chapin [nter- 
mediate School, hangs afine map of the United States, the 
cift of Mr. D. N. Skillings, and also a life size portrait of 
the faithful friend of the schools for whom the building was 
named, presented by the present Chairman of the School 
Committee. The clock in the main room,at the High 
School was given by Mr. T. P. Ayer, and other gifts have 
at different times evinced the interests of their donors in the 
education of the children of thistown. But there is room for 
many more. Every school in town is in need of some piece 
of apparatus, and of additions to its library. The means at 
the command of the Committee are small compared to the 
demands upon them, and to make our school rooms thor- 
oughly well-appointed places of instruction, is quite beyond 
their power. It can only be done by the help of private 
benefactions. Far smaller sums than would be needed to 
place a single child under private instruction, if we had no 
free schools, would immensely increase the efficiency of 
those schools, and it would be well if persons who could af- 
ford to pay for the education of their children, should con- 
sider this point, and occasionally make a voluntary contri- 
bution to this end. 

A prominent citizen has generously promised to the Gram- 
mar School a cabinet to hold the present and future collec- 
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tions in Natural History made by the pupils. Many things 
collected in former years, have been lost for want of a suita- 
ble place to preserve them in. 

Both the High and Grammar schools need a far larger 
collection or books than they now have, especially of Refer- 
ence books. 

The tendency of the Committee for some years past has 
been to diminish the number of text-books needed in the 
schools. Recognizing the importance of reducing to its 
minimum the expense of school-books, they bave during the 
last year made an effort to supply some of the new books 
to the children at a lower rate than can be done by a retail 
trader who has had debts to allow for, and must charge a 
per cent large enough to cover all contingencies. Buying 
directly from the publishers, the Committee procured the 
books at a price below even wholesale rates, and supplied 
them to the children at an advance of one or two cents, just 
enough to cover expenses of carrying. This involved a good 
deal of work, but the saving to the children in the aggregate 
was about $30, although the experiment was tried with only 
four books. 

The only new text-books introduced during the last year 
have been some singing books for the lower schools, to com- 
plete the series of “ National Music Readers,” already in use 
in the High and Grammar Schools ; and Swinton’s “ Outlines 
of History ” to meet the requirements of the new course in 
that branch in the High School. Some other changes are 
needed. The science of education is one which is constantly 
advancing, and with all the zeal devoted to it, it would be 
strange indeed if some new school-book were not made, su- 
perior to the old; and where such are found, it would be 
equally stupid and wrong not to take the benefit of them. 
Of course a good teacher can do better with a poor book, 
than a poor teacher can with a good book; yet a good 
teacher deserves good tools to work with as well as any 
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other workman. No farmer will use an antiquated plough if 
he can afford an improved one; no one refases to write with 
a steel pen because he once used quills, or to adopt a stylo- 
graphic, because it was invented more latelv than a steel. Im- 
proved machinery of all kinds displaces the old, and why not 
school books, which are more important than any machinery ? 
It is as foolish to keep a book because it is old, as it 1s to 
adopt another merely because it is new, and while of course, 
in making any change, the burden of proof is on those who 
make it, yet once proved to be for the best, only dogged 
dulness can refuse te accept it. Therefore the Committee, 
having the welfare of the schools at heart, will never rashly 
change text books for the sake of change, but when they 
find a change to be needed, they cannot conscientiously re- 
fuse to make it, and to give the schools the benefit of the 
progress of the times. 

The Committee have held during the year, eleven regular 
monthly meetings, and as many extra meetings, of an aver- 
age length of nearly three hours. They have made about 150 
visits to schools, besides holding two semi annual examina- 
tions at each school. Teachers’ meetings have been held at 
the Grammar Schoolhouse, on Friday afternoons, by a sub- 
committee of two members, assisted by Mr. Swett, master 
of the Grammar Sehool. 

It is now six years since the Town voted to increase the 
size of the School Committee, which had for several years 
consisted of three men, by adding to it three wemen. At 
the expiration of her term of two years, one of these women 
was succeeded by a man, and the Committee has now for 
four years been made up of four men and two women. 
That there are certain important duties of a School Commit- 
tee that can be better, or at least more conveniently per- 
formed by women than by men, not only seems probable 
from the nature of things, but is found true by experience. 

But no Committee can really do the work in a satisfactory 
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manner. Differences of opinion, conflict of authority, pres- 
sure of other occupations, want of time to study into the 
best methods of education, and to attend to their practical 
workings,—these and other difficulties stand in the way of 
the efficient and satisfactory management of the schools by 
any Committee alone. The employment of a Superintend- 
ent is, therefore, only a question of time, and must be re- 
sorted to as soon as 4 feasible way of doing so can be found. 
A small town cannot afford to pay a man for devoting his 
whole time to the work; perhaps two or three neighboring 
towns could unite for this purpose, and proportion the ser- 
vice and the expense among them. Perhaps a suitable man 
could be found in the town, who would give a certain stipu- 
lated part of his time in return for such a salary as the town 
could afferd. 

The Committee recommend an appropriation of $12,000 
for support of schools, and $1,000 for repairs.

REPORT OF THE PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE. 


The Prudential Committee gives the following brief sum- 
mary of some of the work done under his direction the past 
year, with suggestions as to certain repairs upon the school- 
houses and improvements of the grounds connected there- 
with, that should be done during the ensuing year. 

Early in the past year an arrangement was effected with 
Mr. Thomas P. Dotten, whereby he agreed to assume the 
‘are of all the schoolhouses and grounds, except the Wash - 
ington and Hill, for a stipulated sum per year. This plan 
has proved satisfactory in every respect. 

Great care has been exercised in the furnishing of school 
hooks to the children of indigent parents, and the amount 
expended for this purpose does not exceed fifty dollars. 

A substantial fence has been built around the Chapin 
Schoolhouse lot, to keep the pupils within proper bounds 
and give to it more of a finished appearance. The grounds 
around the building need to be covered with loam, grass seed 
sown, walks concreted, and trees set out, early this Spring. 

The fence at the High School house which was broken 
down on one side, and in a generally dilapidated condition, 
has been repaired, new rails and posts added, and thor- 
oughly painted. 

The grounds on the north side of the Grammar Sckool- 
house were found to be graded so low that the water from 
the roof and other sources, flowed into the cellar of the 
house, causing quite a dampness after heavy rains, to which 
some sickness among the pupils was attributed. To remedy 
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this, which promised to be a serious evil, a large amount of 
gravel and loam was deposited upon this spot, and the 
grounds raised to a suitable grade. It was also found nec- 
essary to repair the furnace in the building and change its 
location, and the walks outside had to be re-concreted. 

The funds left on hand after other necessary work had 
been done, would not allow of the new flooring of the Gram- 
inar and Rumford Schoolhouses, but the lower entry of the 
former was in such a bad condition, that this portion of that 
building was done. The other floorings in both buildings 
are very much worn, and should be new laid this year. 

The inside walls of the Wyman Scheol, which were in a 
bad condition, consequent upon the fire of 1877, have been 
thoroughly scraped off, newly plastered and tinted. The 
outside of this, and the Rumford Schoolhouses should be 
newly painted. Great complaint having been made in re- 
gard to the sanitary condition of the Rumford schoolhouse, 
the chairman of the Board of Health was requested to visit 
the premises, and ascertain in regard to it. His report was, 
that he found them “in no degree offensive,” although the 
weather on the day of his visit was very hot, and that the 
stories “ concerning them had been much overstated.” At 
his suggestion, however, certain changes were made, which 
he thought would be beneficial. He has since suggested 
other changes in the rear part of this building, on account 
of its unfortunate location and the peculiarities attending it, 
as a further preventive against any possible trouble in this 
respect. 

Particular attention has been paid to the sanitary condi- 
tion of all the schooJhouses, and several alterations made 
which would ensure to their healthfulness, 

At certain seasons of the year, the walks leading to and 
around some of the schoolhouses are very soft and muddy, 
and the school rooms and clothing of teachers and pupils, 
very much soiled thereby. The committee recommend that 
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these walks be concreted. The Mystic Schoolhouse has no 
water supply, and the neighbors are subjected to great annoy- . 
ance from the visits of the pupils to obtain the necessary 
supply. The Highland water should be carried into the 
house, as it has been into many of the others, without further 
delay. 

Other repairs have been made as occasion required, and the 
schoolhouses and grounds other than as suggested, are in 
good condition. 

To carry out the repairs and improvements suggested and 
take care of the ordinary repairs, an appropriation of $1,000 
will be required for the ensuing year.

LETTER FROM HON. 0. R. CLARK, 


The following letter from one of our former townsmen 
may be of interest to the citizens of the town. 


: Tewxksspury, Mass., Marcu 4, 1880. 

To the Selectmen of Winchester: | 

GENTLEMEN :—I noticed in some account of «a town mieet- 
ing held in Winchester that the town clock was spoken of as 
being the gift of Mr. Winchester, the gentleman for whom 
the town was named. This is not correct, the writer was on 
the board of Selectmen of Winchester when the gift was 
received. The late Charles Kimball, Sheriff of Middlesex 
County, was chairman of the board, and a letter directed to 
the Selectmen was opened by him containing a $500 bill with 
the request of the sender (whose name was witheld) ie 
the Selectmen would, with the money, purchase as good : 
clock as was then on the Old South Church, on W Senha 
Street, Boston, and cause the same to be placed on the 
Orthodox Church in Winchester, if the owners were willing. 

There was in the minds of the Selectmen, a doubt, whether 
the donor intended to include the cost of putting up, in the 
$500, and Mr. Kimball undertook to find out the giver, who 
proved to be the late Ebenezer Smith, then living in Win- 
chester. Sheriff Kimball then hada personal interwiew with 
Mr. Smith, and he acknowledged making the gift, and ex- 
plained his intentions but requested the Selectmen to keep 
it to themselves. Jam anxious that credit for this gift should 
be given to the right person, and am sure [ am right in my 
statement, as I talked the whole matter over with Sheriff 
Kimball. When the suit to break Mr. Smith’s will was in 
our Courts, a few years ago, as the testimony in that suit 
affirmed Mr. Smith’s habit of anonymous giving. 

Mr. Smith’s death removes the necessity of secresy and I 
think it important the true facts should be known.

REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN. 


THE Board of Selectmen submit the following report for 
the year ending Feb. 28, 1881: — 

Your board have reason to be thankful for the general 
quietness and good order that have prevailed throughout the 
town during the past year. There has been less to disturb 
the peace of the community than in any previous year of 
our administration. . This is attributed to the desire on the 
part of most of our citizens to conform to the laws of the 
Commonwealth and town. 


DOINGS OF THE BOARD THE PAST YEAR. 


For the financial part we refer you to the auditor's report. 
~The work on the highways has been done under A. C. 
Quinby, superintendent of streets, as follows : — 


MAIN STREET. 


On this street we commenced where we left off at the close 
of the last year, near Mr. Russell’s, and continued the work 
to Symmes Corner, making a solid road of that portion of 
the street. At Black Horse Hill we dug a trench five feet 
deep on the east side, and laid an 8-inch drain pipe, with in- 
lets one hundred feet apart, to take the surface water, enter- 
ing the same into the culvert that crosses at Mystic Avenue. 
The trench was then filled with small stone, making a blind 
drain over the pipe. The surplus gravel was taken from the 
street, and replaced with ten inches of good broken stone ; 
and we have reason to believe this piece of read that has 
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been worked over and experimented on for the last twenty 
years has now received a permanent dressing, and can be 
passed over without encountering from eight to twelve inches 
of mud. 

A portion of the material for this street was taken from 
land of Asa Fletcher, off Highland Avenue, and was of ex- 
cellent quality, it being stone already broken (being the 
refuse of former works in that ledge), and of the right size 
for dressing the road after grading with larger stone. The 
larger stone for filling we were able to obtain near at hand, 
of Messrs. M. Symmes and Wm. A. Russell. 

There now remains a small portion of the street between 
Chestnut Street and Symmes Corner not finished. When 


this is done, the street will be completed from Black Horse 
Hill to Medford line. 


FOREST STREET. 


This year we have done something towards completing 
this street, which wus left unfinished eight years ago, by 
blasting the ledge and grading the road-bed near the Stone- 
ham line. Although it is now in good condition for travel, 
it will require considerable labor to finish it to the line estab- 
lished by the county commissioners. 


HIGH STREET. 
By vote of the town a wall has been commenced, and about 
three hundred feet built, to protect land of William Boyn- 
ton, and the same charged to highway account. 


BRIDGES. 

This season we have new planked Swanton Street Bridge 
over the Branch Railroad, and made general repairs on Wal- 
nut Street Bridge, also bridge over the stream on Washington 
Street. 
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TOWN SCALES. 


The town scales became unfit for use. We had them 
examined by Fairbanks & Co. The result was, an exchange 
for new scales of later pattern, all completed for $140. 


STREET LINES. 


When the new block of Brown & Stanton’s was erected, 
the selectmen thought the building was over the street line, 
and employed Mr. Goodwin to survey the same. By his 
survey it was found the building was over the line of the 
street, as laid out by the county commissioners, on the curve 
of Pleasant Street; but it was also discovered that the line 
of the curve as laid out did not connect with Main Street line 
by fifteen inches. It being necessary to have a new line, we 
have petitioned the county commissioners to change the line 
of the curve so as to clear the buildings and connect with 
the line of Main Street. 


’ TOWN LINES. 
This year we have perambulated the town lines between 
Arlington, Lexington, Woburn, and Stoneham, and found 
the bounds in good condition and properly marked. 


SUPERINTENDENT OF STREETS REPORT TO SELECTMEN. 


Work on the highway has been as follows : — 

March and April, to 5th, blasting and digging out stone 
on land of Asa Fletcher, and hauling to Symmes Corner, 
for use on Main Street; and general repairs and care of 
snow and ice. 

April 6 to 27. Laid a culvert of drain pipe on Main 
Street, from Mystic Avenue to a point opposite the house of 
K. Hamlin, and done general repairs. 

April 28. Commenced on Main Street opposite house of 
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J. W. Russell, to macadamize, and continued the work until 
May 30. 

June 1. Commenced on Wildwood and Pine Streets to 
grade and gravel, hauling the gravel from High Street, and 
making general repairs. 

June 14. Commenced on Main Street opposite the house 
of J. H. Dwinell, removed the top of the road and replaced 
with broken stone to Chestnut Street. 

July 22 to Aug. 25. Blasting and grading a portion of 
Forest Street ; cleaning gutters und general repairs on Ba- 
con, Mount Vernon, Eaton, Pond, Church, Walnut, Arling- 
ton, Ridge, Webster, Highland Avenue, Cambridge and 
Lake Streets. 

Aug. 26. Recommenced on Main Street to macadamize 
and continued along the street to a point opposite the house 
of Marshal Symmes, finishing up Oct. 13. 

Oct. 15 to Dec. 1. Gravelled a portion of Cambridge, © 
Walnut, and Main Streets. Built sidewalk on Highland 
Avenue. Laid sewer of drain-pipe on Walnut Street. Re- 
paired old culverts, and general repairs on streets and side- 
walks. 

December, January, and February. Cure of snow and 
ice, and general repuirs. 


STREET LAMPS. 


Pursuant to the vote of the town, we have procured four 
street lamps and placed on Washington Street. The expense 
charged to incidental expenses. 


WATERING TROUGHS. 


We have placed three stone troughs, as follows: One at 
Symmes Coruer, one at junction Cambridge and High 
Streets; one at Washington Street, opposite Cross Street. 
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These troughs have been of great benefit to the travelling 
public, as their frequent use will testify. 


TOWN CLOCK. 


The town clock being sadly out of order, Mr. Stevens, of 
Boston, was employed to repair the same. In order to make 
permanent repairs it would be necessary to remove the works 
from the tower, which would incur an expense but a little 
less than the cost of a new one. It was decided to make 
sufficient repairs for the present. It may run several years, 
when it will be necessary to replace by a new clock. 


LIQUOR TRAFFIC. 


At the last annual meeting $500 was appropriated for the 
suppression of the sale of intoxicating liquor in this town, 
As our not spending this money led to its being brought 
before the town at the November meeting, and the officers of 
the town falsified and misrepresented, we may be justified 
in stating why we have not drawn on that appr »priation. 

It was evident to us that what was to be done legally and 
effectively must be done through the officers of the law. 
We appvinted three police officers, and instructed them to 
enforce the law, dividing the money placed at our disposal 
by xppropriation for pay of police as their pay. As we had 
the peace and quietness of the town at stake, we did not 
deem it advisable to make use of so questionable a mode of 
obtaining evidence as to employ spies. 

In the first place we looked the matter all over to see how 
we could use tiie money to the best advantage and accom- 
plish the greatest good. In this we were governed by the 
results of past experience in these matters. We compared 
the result of years when spies were employed with that of 
years when ‘no arrests were made, except on good evidence, 
and we found the latter course produced the best results, 
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gradually closing places where liquor was sold. We be- 
lieve more drunkards can be reclaimed by kindness than by 
force, and so also in the sale of liquor. More good can be 
accomplished by not too much law but a firm enforcement 
against open violators of law, and we have no hesitancy in 
saying that less liquor has been sold, and there has been 
less disturbance from the use of liquor or drunkenness in 
town the past year than for many years previous. 


DAMAGE CLAIM. 


May 15 we received notice of claim for damage at railroad 
bridge on Cross Street, by Chas. H. Cook, of Woburn, — the 
bridge being low, obstructing the passage of his coach. Al- 
though the board were aware the bridge was low, and loaded 
teams oftentimes could not pass under, we de not consider the 
town liable, as the bridge was built by the Boston and Low- 
ell Railroad Company over a travelled way, and not of suf- 
ficient height. The grade of the street cannot be lowered 
under this bridge, as it is but a few inches above the level of 
the stream. We have employed Mr. A. B. Coffin as counsel 
for the town. <A notice was sent to Boston and Lowell Rail- 
road Company of the suit against the town. Also notified 
them to appear and defend said suit. 

. We did not entertain the proposition to pay half the cost, 
as we believe it to be of sufficient importance to the town to 
have a decision in this case that will determine all future 
claims. If the town is liable, they can take the proper steps 
to have the obstruction removed. 


LEASE OF PONDS. 
As there was some question to whom the care of the ponds 
velonged under the present lease, the selectmen*passed the 
following vote: “That the care of the ponds now leased by 
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the town, and all things pertaining to said lease, be, and 
hereby are delegated to the Fish Committee of Winchester, 
they to have full control of the same until otherwise ordered 
by the town.”

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Inasmuch as this is valuation year, we introduce into 
our report a brief history of the town, and the following 
tables, although one table is not completed, as it is impos- 
sible to get the facts necessary in the case. 

There was a meeting of the inhabitants of South Woburn 
and vicinity, on Nov. 6, 1849, in the South Congregational 
Meeting-House, to take into consideration the subject of 
petitioning the Legislature for an act of incorporation of a 
separate town. John A. Bolles was chairman, and David 
Youngman was secretary. 

The petition to the Legislature for the incorporation of the 
town of Winchester was presented Jan. 19, 1850, by Hon. 
Charles Choate. The legislative committee reported the bill 
to the House, April 5, 1850. After strenuous opposition, 
the bill passed both branches of the Legislature, and on April 
30, 1850, received the signature of Gov. George N. Briggs, 
and became a law. 

This town was named for Col. William P. Winchester, 
who gave three thousand dollars for “a town-hall, or other 
municipal expenditure.” The money was received May 5, 
1850. B. F. Thompson, Chas. Kimball, and Henry Cutter 
were appointed trustees to manage the fund. Sept. 15, 
1851, the town voted that the Cemetery Committee be 
authorized to receive” this fund, “and the interest thereon, 
and to expend the same in payment of the new cemetery, 
and in fencing and preparing the same for use, in such man- 
ner as the majority of said committee shall deem judicious,” 
and also the right to sell burial lots, etc., and ‘to apply the 
proceeds to the improvement of the cemetery, the payment 
of the Winchester Fund, or any other use, as the town may 
direct.” 

In May, 1855, the town received $500 in an anonymous 
letter, to purchase a town clock to be placed on the Congre- 
gational Church, but to be the property of the town. 
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In a letter from Hon. Oliver R. Clark, published in the 
last annual report of the town, it is stated that the donor 
was Mr. Ebenezer Smith. 

March 28, 1859, the proprietors of the Winchester 
Library gave about 1,000 volumes to the town, upon con- 
dition that it would spend at least $100 annually for its 
maintenance and enlargement. Since that time there have 
been several liberal donations by individuals to our library. 

We present herewith a complete list of those citizens 
whom the town has seen fit to honor by the offices of select- 
men, and representatives to General Court.

REPORT OF THE CEMETERY COMMITTEE. 


At the annual meeting in March, 1861, Sherborn T. San- 
born was chosen as one of the Cemetery Committee. For 
nineteen years he freely gave his time and care to beautify 
and improve “ Wild Wood Cemetery” in the economical in- 
terest of the town, for which he never received any compen- 
sation. On the twenty-second day of September last, he was 
suddenly called from the scene of bis earthly labors, and laid 
to rest in the spot which he had selected many years ago for 
his last resting-place, in Wild Wood Cemetery. 

At a meeting of the remaining members of the committee, 
Sept. 27, 1880, the death of its chairman was announced, 
and the following resolutions were offered and unanimously 
passed : — 


Whereas, Bya dispensation of Providence, one of our most active and 
enterprising citizens has been suddenly removed from our midst; be it 

Fesolved, That in the sudden death of our respected friend and neigh- 
bor, Sherborn T. Sanborn, the community has lost an upright and 
honorable man, and the town one who has been foremost in promoting 
its welfare and prosperity. 

Resolved, That the position he so long held as a member of the 
Cemetery Committee and its chairman, makes it our duty as well as 
pleasure to bear testimony to his ability and fidelity. He freely devoted 
his time and talents to beautify and adorn the cemetery grounds. His 
judgment and taste there displayed will be an enduring memorial to 
his memory. It was a “labor of love,” for it brought no pecuniary 
reward. May “He who tempers the wind to the shorn lamb ” sustain 
his family in this hour of their affliction. 
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Resolved, That the foregoing resolutions be entered upon the ceme- 
tery record, and a copy thereof, signed by the clerk and treasurer, be 
forwarded to the bereaved family. 


The committee have no special report to make in regard 
to cemetery improvements, — they speak for themselves. 
There are a large number of lots that will have to be graded 
before they can be sold. Grading is somewhat expensive, 
and your committee do not see how it is possible to carry out 
their plans with a smaller appropriation than they had the 
last year; they would respectfully ask for the ensuing year 
the sum of $700 to be voted for the support of the cemetery. 

There have been seven meetings of the committee.

TWENTY-FIRST REPORT 


OF THE 


TRUSTEES OF THE TOWN LIBRARY. 


Durine the past year 215 volumes have been added to the 
library, which now contains 4,801 volumes. In the new 
room on the corner of Main and Pleasant Streets, to which it 
was moved in October, 1880, there is ample room for the 
increase of many years to come, the work of the librarians 
can be done more quickly and conveniently, and the public 
is better accommodated. In the part of the room which has 
been arranged for a rexding-room, the books of reference 
have been placed, a large and convenient table is supplied 
with periodicals, duplicates of those which go into circula- 
tion, and comfortable seats are provided. Here one may 
look up any subject in which he is interested, and find much 
better facilities for his investigation than most persons sup- 
pose to exist in our little town. If this reading-room proves 
attractive to our townspeople, and they wish to avail them- 
selves of its advantages more than twice in the week, they 
wnust furnish the trustees with larger funds to defray the in- 
creased expenses of additional attendance and care. For 
the past year the summary of accounts is as follows : —

The transfer to the new quarters was made at the request 
of many residents of Winchester, who signed a petition to 
that effect, the trustees considering that the greatly increased 
advantages of the present room fully justify the increase 
of expense. In comparing the statistics of use of the books 
during the last two years with those of previous years, it 
must be borne in mind that the library has never before been 
closed more than half as long as was found necessary in 
1879, to make the new catalogue and rearrange the books ; 
in 1880, to move the library,,and await the completion of 
the room by the workmen. During this time, of course, no 
books were issued. 

Number of persons using the library last year, 1,012; of 
these, 92 were new names. Number of volumes given out, 
16,629. Largest number given in any one month, 2,045. 
This was in March, 1880, and of this number 1,105 were 
works of fiction, not including magazines. Only 5 volumes are 
missing for the year, which is a great improvement on the re- 
cord of the preceding years, and is due to the new method of 
keeping the record. Inthe year 1879 the number of volumes 
given out was 15,981. 
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The trustees call attention to the necessity of guzet in the 
waiting-room. <A placard to this effect has long hung in a 
conspicuous place, but does not always serve to hush loud 
talking. It is embarrassing to the librarian to remind persons 
of the rule, and it should not be necessary. There is an addi- 
tional need of quiet now that the reading-room is in operation. 

The appropriation for the current year should be at least 
$800 beside the “dog money,” and if the town wishes the 
reading-room to be open more than at present, $900 will be 


necessary.

REPORT OF THE WATER BOARD. 


In accordance with the requirements of the law, the 
Water Board beg leave to submit the following as their 
eighth annual report :— 

The year just past has been one of extreme drought, fol- 
lowing the very dry season of 1879. We are happy to report, 
however, that we have had an abundance of water of the 
very best quality,—quite in contrast with our neighboring 
towns and cities. 

The large quantity of vegetable matter in the water in 
1879, that caused so much dissatisfaction, has scarcely made 
its appearance the past year. No complaints have been 
made to the board because of the bad odor or taste of the 
water. 

We have built a filtering dam at the mouth of what is 
known as “ Dykes Brook,” which has prevented large quanti- 
ties of impure matter in the meadow above from passing into 
the reservoir. We have had the grass and weeds along the 
shore of the reservoir cut and burned each year, thus pre- 
venting the accumulation of any filth that might injure the 
purity of the water. 

Six years ago the Water Board put into the reservoir one 
hundred and fifteen black bass, weighing from three quar- 
ters of a pound to two pounds each, mainly for the purpose 
of purifying the water, but also, should the experiment 
prove a success, to afford such of our citizens as are imbued 
with the traits of Isaak Walton an opportunity of practis- 
ing the art of fly-fishing. 
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The bass have increased rapidly ; and, having numerous 
applications for the privilege of fishing, the board decided 
to grant them, under certain regulations, and the follow- 
ing. form of permit was given to such of our citizens as 


applied :—

Permission is hereby granted to fish for black bass in the 
Highland Reservoir for the season of 188 _—_, beginning July 1, on

2d. All bass less than a foot in length to be put back into the Res- 


ervoir as soon as caught. 

3d. No fishing allowed without this permit, signed by all the mem- 
bers of the Water Board, which is revocable at their pleasure ; to be 
shown, on demand, to the officer at the Reservoir.

About seventy-five of these permits have been given out, 
and the board ean see no objection to continuing the issue 
of them for another year. 

At a special town meeting held on the 20th of Novem- 
ber last, the Water Board was instructed to proceed, as 
speedily as prudence would permit, to purchase all the land 
wanted for the south reservoir, and to commence the building 
of the same. Following out these instructions, the board 
bought and have the deeds of all the land wanted except two 
lots; the price for one of these two has been agreed upon, 
and, as soon as the title can be perfected, the deed will be 
passed. The remaining lot we are in negotiation for, and are 
in hopes, in a few weeks, to secure it by deed; if successful, 
the town will own by deed all of the land in the south 
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meadow, and, with the exception of one lot, all in the north 
meadow. 

At the November meeting referred to, the board was 
authorized to raise $10,000 by giving bonds of the town, to 
be known as Winchester Town Water Bonds. 

We had no difficulty in placing this loan at par for twenty 
years, at four per cent. 

In order to carry out the instructions of the town, it will 
be necessary for the board to have a further sum of money. 

Under the act granting the town the privilege of supply- 
ing itself with pure water, we have the right to raise $30,- 
000 more. We would ask that the board have authority 
to raise that ainount as needed to pay for work they are 
instructed to do.

REPORT OF THE FISH COMMITTEE. 


Our duties have been rather more arduous than in former 
years, for the reason that the State Commissioners have made 
new rules which have involved considerable brain work and 
bookkeeping on the part of local Fish Committee. We are 
now compelled to issue printed permits, which are to be re- 
turned to the committee in the fall, in season for them to 
make a report to the State authorities. We present below a 
copy of the form of the permit, which includes the new 
rules as laid down by the State. 

Under these new regulations we have issued thirteen per- 
mits, the returns from which show that 311 fish, of all vari- 
eties, have been caught, with a total weight of 179 pounds ; 
an average of over a half-pound; to be exact, .575 each. 

One land-locked salmon was reported caught, which 
weighed five pounds. Fishing is allowed three days in the 
week — Mondays, Wednesdays, and Saturdays — and no fish- 
ing through the ice. With so much care in the issuing of per- 
mits, it was hoped by your committee that we might be able 
to confirm the hearsay reports of former years of large fish 
caught ; but one large fish has been reported as caught, and, 
as usual with fishermen, many large ones lost, whose variety 
and weight could only be guessed at; and we, the committee, 
are too good fishermen not to know the value of such stories. 
Statistics are death to the flights of fancy, even of fishermen.

to fish in Wedge Pond, in Winchester, and in Mystic Pond, in Med- 
ford and Winchester, subject to the following rules and regulations 
established by the Commissioners on Inland Fisheries of Massachu- 
setts, —on Mondays, Wednesdays, and Saturdays, from April 1, 
188 ,to Dec. 1,188 , when this permit is to be returned to the Fish 
Committee of Winchester. 

The taking of land-locked salmon is prohibited until further notice. 
All salmon caught to be returned to the water alive; and all black bass 
caught, under one pound in weight, to be returned to the water alive. 

No set lines, nets, or traps of any description to be allowed in said 
ponds, and the taking of fish to be confined to naturally or artificially 
baited hook and hand-line. 

Ne person will be allowed to take fish from said ponds for the pur- 
pose of sale. 

Any person failing to comply with the above regulations shall be 
liable for such neglect, and shall forfeit this permit, and the right of 
renewal for a term not less than one year. 

Nothing in the above regulations shall be constructed as giving any 
right to take fish at times when prohibited by law. 
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On the first day of December this permit is to be returned, and with 
it the numbers, species, and estimated weight of fish taken from 
Oct. 15.

THIRTY-FIRST ANNUAL REPORT 


OF TITE 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF THE TOWN OF WINCHESTER, 


1880-81. 


THE public schools of Winchester are in good condition. 
The lines of study pursued, the average ability of the teach- 
ers, the quality of the teaching, the attainments, discipline, 
spirit, and health of the pupils, compare favorably with those 
of any public schools in this vicinity. 

The nearness of the town to Boston makes all the 
improvements in education at that centre of learning at once 
known and available to us. 

And, on the other hand, so harmonious are the elements in 
our population, we do not yet suffer many of the serious 
evils inevitable in a large city. 

Still perfection is not human, and some of the imperfec- 
tions incident to humanity are plainly seen in our public 
schools. Close criticism, however, is often less helpful than 
charitable encouragement. Our aim is in the latter direc- 
tion. 

THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


The corps of teachers and the general plan of studies in 
this school remain unchanged. In the opinion of the com- 
mittee the school stands upon a better footing, and is gener- 
ally more successful, than at the close of the last school year. 
The number of pupils is, however, less than the average for 
the last seven years. Five pupils graduated from this 
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school last year, and eight are in the present senior class. 
There are now four courses of study in the High School. 
They are, — 

1. The Business Course, which is the first two years ot 
the English course, with French if desired. 

2. The English Course, which occupies four years, and 
includes French, but no ancient language. 

3. The High School Course, which occupies four years, 
and includes Latin, with French if desired. Scholars choos- 
ing Latin continue it four years. 

4, The Classical Course, which is a four years’ course, 
with Latin and Greek. 

There are four classes of diplomas given, corresponding 
with the courses of study. 

In view of the interest which may reasonably be supposed 
to exist concerning the High School, it is noticeable that it 
has been visited by others than the committee less than any 
other school in town. 


THE GRAMMAR SCHOOL. 


This school is in a satisfactory condition. Some changes 
in the corps of teachers have occurred which are noticed else- 
where. 

The class entering the Grammar School in 1880 was too 
large to be accommodated in the room provided. 

A large number of the class came from the northern part 
of the town. Happily there was an excellent room in the 
Chapin Schvol building, in which the pupils from that vicinity 
were promptly accommodated. ‘The room was suitably fur- 
nished, and placed in charge of Miss Livingstone, and the 
arrangement has proved generally satisfactory. Better provis- 
ion for heating that and the room below will doubtless be made 
during the coming year. The question of enlarging the Gram- 
mar building so as to accommodate all pupils belonging to 
that grade bas been much discussed in previous years. 
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There is no question that the number of pupils increases 
most rapidly in the Chapin district. 

Since this is the case, all changes in the Grammar building 
should be well considered before they are made. The sun- 
light ought to have free access to all school-rooms. Accom- 
modations ought to be large and healthy. Yet more important 
than any difficulties of construction is the necessity of deter- 
mining which is better; to have all Grammar scholars in one 
building, regardless of the distance of their residence, or to 
accommodate them as far as possible with a school near their 
homes, specially when such accommodations already exist. 


TEACHERS. 


There has been an unusual number of changes among the 
teachers of our schools during the year. During the sum- 
mer vacation of 1880 Miss KE. E. Marston resigned her posi- 
tion as first assistant at the Grammar School, on account of 
impaired health, and Miss Emma H. White, of Cambridge, 
was elected her successor. Owing to the overcrowded con- 
dition of the lower department of the Grammar School, it 
was found necessary to divide it, and one division was placed 
at the vacant room of the Chapin School, under Miss Liv- 
ingstone, while the other was retained at the Grammar 
School; and after being taught a few weeks by Miss Martha 
P. Richardson, her health failing, Miss Mary A. Emerson, 
of the Chapin Intermediate, was promoted to take charge 
of it. 

Miss. L. C. Nye, of the Highland School, having resigned 
during the summer vacation, to accept a situation elsewhere, 
her place was temporarily occupied by Miss Louisa Richard- 
son and Miss Emma A. Stone, successively, until the end of 
the fall term, when Miss E. E. Marston, having recovered 
her health, was elected to the position. 

At the Chapin School, Miss Florence A. Moody, of Som 
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erville, was elected to the charge of the Intermediate depart- 
ment, to succeed Miss Emerson. 

Miss Clara P. Norman, formerly of the Hill School, was 
elected to succeed Miss E. Davis, who had resigned charge 
of the Rumford Intermediate. Miss Ellen C. Holton, of the 
Bridgewater Normal School, was elected us teacher of the 
Hill School, to succeed Miss Norman. Misses Emma A. 
Stone, Kate A. White, and Martha P. Richardson have been 
elected as permanent substitutes. 

These changes have added greatly to the labors of the 
committee, for, in most cases, the notice of intended change 
has been very brief; and since no coinmittee can keep a stock 
of first-class teachers on hand, ready to serve at a moment’s 
notice, between the urgent need of the schools, the ever-ready 
criticism of parents, the pressure of interested friends, and 
the aim of the committee to see a good reason for every step 
taken, to say the least it has been no idle task to keep our 
schools supplied with teachers. 


TEXT-BOOKS. 


During the year some changes in text-books have occurred. 
“Grant’s Arithmetic for Young Children,” and the “ Frank- 
lin Primary Arithmetic,” have been used to great advantage 
in all the primary schools. They are supplied to teach- 
ers, to be used by them, but the scholars are not re- 
quired to purchase them. Copies of the Nursery have also 
been supplied to these schools for exercise in sight-reading. 

In the Intermediate schools, while “ Colburn’s Arithmetic ” 
has been retained and used by the teachers for strengthening 
the minds of the scholars in mathematical reasoning, yet it 
has been thought best to have another arithmetic as the chief 
text-book for drilling the scholars in addition, subtraction, 
multiplication, and division, which are the main things of 
arithmetic to be thoroughly known before entering the Gram- 
mar School. 
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Three things have been urged upon teachers in this con- 
nection. 

First. Make the pupils as thorough as possible in the four 
great rules of arithmetic. 

Second. Make them understand all the processes they use. 

Third. ‘Teach them always to make good figures. 

After a brief period of banishment, by general request 
the spelling-book has been restored to the Intermediate and 
Grammar schools. All reading-books now have spelling 
lessons attached to the reading lessons, but while these are 
helpful, they do not serve the important purposes reached by 
the use of classified tables of words, arranged according to 
the different principles governing English spelling. 

Goodrich’s “ Child’s History of the United States,” which is 
used for a reading-book, also for oral instruction, in the 
Intermediate schools, has proved more interesting than many 
story-books are to young readers, and served as an excellent 
preparation for later study on a more extensive scale. 

The text books of the Grammar School remain substantially 
unchanged, although it is certain that there are better geog- 
raphies in the market than the one now employed. 

In all the schools below the High an addition to the list of 
readers has been made during the last year, which has been 
attended with the most satisfactory results. 

The Fravklin Fourth, and Intermediate, and Sixth, have 
been taken out of the schools as required text-books, while 
the rest of this series for the different grades have been 
retained. In addition, a portion of the Appleton series have 
been introduced. 

It is well known that, in all the grades, our school-teachers 
give the pupils more reading than that in the required text- 
books. The introduction of the Appleton readers not only 
serves to supply nearly all the material needed for reading, 
but also the very important use of presenting that material 
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graded, and, in connection with the finest suggestions con- 
cerning thought, emphasis, elocution, spelling, and all that 
the text is intended to fix in the pupil’s mind. 

Random collateral reading may serve a good use in the 
increase of the pupil’s vocabulary of words, but less matter 
with more rhetorical instruction is infinitely more valuable. 

As to the cost of the four Appleton readers introduced 
last year, they are much lower than the Franklin, and the 
prices have been so reduced that the two series now in use 
cost considerably less than the one series used previously. 

In the High School, Swinton’s “Studies in English Litera- 
ture” has been put into the English course, with the aim of 
affording a fair general outline of English literature without 
subjecting the pupils to the expense of many separate books 
in this department. 

Chapin’s “ Political Economy ” has also been adopted. This 
is an excellent recent adaptation of Wayland’s, and far pref- 
erable to the English manual formerly in use. | 

A few words should be said in regard to the new arrange- 
ment concerning the sale and price of text-books. 

The General Statutes, Chap. 38, Sect. 19, provide that 
“the school committee shall procure, at the expense of the 
city or town, a sufficient supply of text-books for the public 
schools, and give notice where they may be obtained. Said 
books shall be furnished to the pupils at such prices as 
merely to reimburse the expense of the same:” 

This provision of the statutes had received no attention 
from the successive school committees of Winchester, until 
last year, when arrangements were made to carry it into 
effect. 

It was found that the town could purchase books ata 
lower rate than any retail dealer buying upon his own 
responsibility. 

It was also found that a retail dealer, trusting many of his 
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customers, has to charge larger profit than would be neces- 
sary if receiving prompt cash payment. 

In accordance with the statute, therefore, it was decided 
that, for the ensuing year, text-books for the pupils of our 
public schools should be bought by the committee, in the 
name of the town, and delivered without any trade profit. 

Dr. George P. Brown was appointed agent for the pur- 
chase and delivery of the books, and allowed a commission 
of ten per cent on all sales. This percentage was con- 
sidered the lowest it would be proper for the town to pay 
for the labor of purchasing, handling, and delivering the 
books. Considerable care is necessary to have all the books 
on hand at the right time, to keep the stock close to the 
amount required for actual use, and yet not be at the ex- 
pense of transmitting numerous little orders; and also to 
attend to all the bills, without adding to the duties of the 
School Committee or of the town treasurer. 

All this has heen promptly and successfully done by the 
town agent. The town purchased of him, at publishers’ 
rates, such books as he had in stock, excluding all not in 
use in the schools. Due notice was published that all books 
in use in our schools would henceforth be furnished by bim, 
at the lowest possible rates, and that none would be delivered 
by him without cash payment for the same, or a written 
order from some member of the School Committee. 

The reduction on the price of books by the new arrange- 
ment averages not less than ten per cent; the plan works 
easily and satisfactorily to all concerned, and it seems 
desirable that it should be continued. Careful accounts are 
kept by the town agent, whose books are always open for 
proper inspection. 
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TEXT-BOOK COMMITTEE. 


One important subcommittee of the school board is the 
Text-Book Committee. This subcommittee has operated 
according to the principles that no changes should be made 
in text-books unless called for by those using them, and then 
not without careful regard to expense, and also a thorough 
comparison of all the text-books in the market of the kind 
under consideration. 

No text-book has been adopted during the past year with- 
out this strict reference, on the part of the committee, to 
existing need, economy, and investigation of merits. 

Few text-books are fully satisfactory. The ability of the 
teacher, the character of the school, the general condition of 
educational interests in the community, modify all decisions 
as to the merits of the text-books. The committee can do 
no more than try to provide the best in the market, and when 
they have exercised their best judgment, and chosen some 
one book, it must always be remembered that all the agents 
of other books and their friends will maintain unceasing com- 
plaint because their book is not adopted. 

Mr. Robert C. Metcalf, principal of the Wells School, 
Boston, and a resident of Winchester, has made a recom- 
mendation to the School Board in Boston which might well 
be adopted here. It is that the Public Library be made a 
more efficient ally of the public schools by being furnished 
with sets of books adapted to elevate the taste of pupils, and 
afford them instruction in the line of their common studies. 
If a special appropriation could be made for the purchase of 
such sets of books, under the direction of the Text-Book 
Committee, and then these books could be, subject to the 
requirements of teachers for their classes, it seems as if a 
valuable public service would thereby be rendered. It may 
be enlarging the scope of the Text-Book Committee’s office to 
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its utmost limit to make the recommendation, yet the com- 
mittee cannot refrain from commending to parents of pupils 
Mr. Bicknell’s educational publications. Those who have 
children in process of education will find the most interesting 
and profitable reading in any of his periodicals. 


SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


It is to be hoped that the day is not far distant when 
there will be a superintendent of the schools in Winches- 
ter. Our schools are not large or numerous enough to 
incur great expense in this direction, and a general com- 
mittee can attend well enough to the business interests of the 
schools. But some one person ought at once to fix the 
studies and limits of each grade, and attend constantly to the 
educational progess of teachers and pupils. 

No committee of six has one mind. Advice given by one 
member is likely to be questioned by another. The general 
committee have much other work besides educational mat- 
ters demanding their attention. 

The services of an expert, with large liberty of control in 
the purely educational interests of the town, are greatly 
needed. Yet Winchester is not London or New York, so 
it will not be expected that their scale of operations will be 
at once adopted here. Probably some arrangement in com- 
bination with adjoining towns, for a superintendent of 
schools, might readily be made. With such an officer, the 
town would not need more than four other members of the 
School Committee, and possibly a less number might suffice. 
It may not be amiss to call attention to the provisions of the 
General Statutes concerning a school superintendent. Chap. 
38, Sect. 35, provides that a town may require the school 
committee annually to appoint a superintendent, and that 
the committee may fix his salary. 

The same chapter also provides that two or more towns 
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may jointly form a district, having one superintendent of 
public schools. It is important to notice that this whole 
matter must come up for vote in town meeting before the 
School Committee can act in regard to it. 


MORAL EDUCATION. 


The attention of the teachers and parents cannot be too 
earnestly directed to the importance of a high standard of 
truthfulness, purity, and temperance amongst the young. 
Lying, profanity, and impurity are not delectable things to 
deal with in any case, yet not half enough is done in our 
public schools to repress and supplant these evils. Any 
prevalence of these things is chiefly due to the neglect of 
parents, and nothingcan be more unjust than to charge them 
wholly to the fault of the schools. , 

Yet on the other hand, since a lack of good morals makes 
all education worthless, the teacher is called upon to help 
bear the public burden in this respect, as far as is possible, 
while attending to the other branches of education. 


HEALTH OF PUPILS. 


The health of pupils has been generally good, though in 
the winter many children were absent, at times, with a light 
form of measles. 

SCHOOL DISTRICTS. 

There is frequent agitation concerning the change or con- 
tinuance of schools in certain districts. All tax-payers have 
an undoubted right to the best and most convenient facilities 
for the education of their children which the town can afford. 
Yet it may be questioned if mere convenience is not some- 
times esteemed more highly than the best education. For 
example, during the last year there have only been five 
pupils in the Hill School. Yet these five pupils have to be 
divided into seventeen classes, eleven of which have only one 
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member in each. Nochance for shirking in sucha class! No 
temptation to presume some other scholar may be called up! 
Yet what chance is there for the discipline and the stimulus 
by contact with other minds? 


A teacher who succeeds at the Hill School deserves as 
good a place as there is in town. 


STUDY OUT OF SCHOOL. 


Concerning educational theories it may be unwise for this 
committee to say much. Yet it will not be too much to 
suggest that the occasional protests of parents against their 
children’s having to study out of school, are not always well- 
founded. Not many years ago the number of hours for school 
work was lessened, with the understanding that one hour 
should be daily given to study at home. Some pupils are 
naturally slow to learn. Some are sickly. For such con- 
ditions they should not be reproached. Yet if the best 
efforts of teachers, in school hours, cannot enable these back- 
ward pupils to keep somewhere near their mates, then it 
certainly is better that they should be encouraged to study 
out of school, than that the general standard should be low- 
ered, or that they should stay unpromoted through neglect 
of extra study. 

There is no need that any of the schools in Winchester 
should lower their standard in the least, lest harm be done 
to the health of scholars. The standard is no higher than 
average children are able to reach. In any town there are 
always some children unable to reach any standard of exact 
requirement. The standard has to be that best adapted to 
the majority. 

The best thinkers agree that it is seldom study, but rather 
harmful self-indulgences, which create the main difficulties 
in the way of educating young people. 
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MUSIC. 


Mrs. Bailey has continued her services as teacher of music 
in all schools below the Grammar, and with gratifying 
success. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


The committee have kept their expenditures within their 
appropriation. They recommend, for the coming year, an 
appropriation of $18,000 for schools and incidentals, and 
$1,500 for repairs.

REPORT OF THE PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE. 


Durine the past year the grounds around the Chapin 
School-house have been improved and beautified at a great 
expense, in the new grading of the lot, sowing of grass seed 
over it, setting out of a large number of elm-trees on the 
front and sides, and concreting of the walks leading to the 
building. A portion of the lot has been’ reserved as a play- 
ground for the pupils. In consequence of the crowded con- 
dition of the Centre Grammar School, a vacant room in the 
Chapin School-house has been fitted up for a portion of the 
junior class, and the pupils in it residing in the Chapin, Rum- 
ford, and Washington school divisions transferred thereto. 
It will not be long before this room will be needed for another 
intermediate school in this building, and provision will have 
to be made elsewhere for the surplus of grammar-school 
pupils that cannot be accommodated in the Centre House. 

The heating apparatus in this school-house is not sufficient 
in extreme cold weather, and an additional furnace or stoves 
will have to be put in. 

The Rumford School-house has been new floored, and a por- 
tion thereof shingled. The building has also been painted 
outside; the fence is in a dilapidated condition, and a new 
one should be built during the ensuing year. Notwithstand- 
ing all that has been done to improve the sanitary arrange- 
ments of this school-house, it is still at times in a very 
unsatisfactory condition in this respect, and greatly com- 
plained of. The water-closets will have to be disconnected 
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from the main building before the evil can be fully reme- 
died. 

The Centre Grammar School-house has been new floored, 
and some changes made in the heating apparatus to obtain 
more heat. There will have to be some change made in the 
sanitary arrangements of this school-house early in the 
spring. 

The Wyman School-house has been painted outside; a 
new fence is also needed around this lot. 

The walks to and around the Highland School-house have 
been concreted. No fence has ever been erected around the 
school-house lot, and the boundaries of the same never defined. 
This should be done at an early day, in order to keep the 
pupils within proper limits. The inside walls of the Wash- 
ington School-house require thorough scraping and whiten- 
ing. 

The other school-houses have been repaired to a lesser ex- 
tent, and all the buildings are in comparatively good con- 
dition.

To hear and act upon the report of the select- 
men or any other town officers or committees heretofore 
appointed. 

Art. 4. To see if the town will appropriate money for 
the purpose of decorating the graves of soldiers on Memorial 
Day, or do anything in relation to the same. 

Art. 5. To see if the town will authorize the Water 
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Board to negotiate an additional loan on a term of years for 
the purpose of defraying the cost of supplying the town with 
pure water, as authorized by Chapter 265 of the Acts of the 
Legislature of 1872, and the acts in addition or amendments 
thereof, or do anything in relation to the same. 

Art. 6. To see if the town will raise a sum of money for 
the maintenance of Highland Water Works, or do anything 
in relation to the same. 

Art. 7. To see if the town will appropriate a sum of 
money for the purchase of land and extending pipe for High- 
land Water Works, or do anything in relation to the same.. 

Art. 8. To see if the town will raise a sum of money to 
be expended on sidewalks, or do anything in relation to the 
same. 

ArT. 9. To see what sum of money the town will raise 
for the support of the Fire Department for the ensuing year. 

Art. 10. To see what sum of money the town will raise 
for the Town Library for the ensuing year. 

Art. 11. To see what sum of money the town will raise 
to keep the cemetery in repair. 

ArT. 12. To see what sum of money the town will raise 
for the support of the poor, for incidental expenses, interest, 
State aid, and town officers, or do anything in relation to the 
same. 7 

Art. 13. To see what sum of money the town will raise 
for the support of highways and bridges, and how and 
through whom the same shall be expended. 

Art. 14. To see what sum of money the town will raise 
for the support of schools for the year ensuing, or do any- 
thing in relation to the same. 

Art. 15. To see what sum of money the town will raise 
for repairs of school-houses and improvements to grounds, or 
do anything in relation to the same. 

Art. 16. To see what measures the town will adopt for 
the payment of the notes of the town coming due the current 
year. 
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Art. 17. To see if the town will authorize the treasurer 
to borrow, under the direction of the selectmen, a sum of 
money to meet the demands upon the treasury in anticipa- 
tion of the taxes. | 

ART. 18. To see if the town will provide some suitable 
and convenient place for an office for the collector of taxes. 

ArT. 19. To see if the town will appropriate a sum of 
money for military aid, under Chap. 252, Acts of 1879, or 
do anything in relation to the same. 

ArT. 20. To see whether the town will by its vote or 
otherwise ask the Legislature to extend to women who are 
citizens the right to hold town offices, and to vote in town 
affairs, on the same terms as male citizens. 

Art. 21. To see if the town will require the School Com- 
mittee to appoint a Superintendent of the Public Schools of 
the town, or do anything in relation to the same. 

Art. 22. To see if the town will appoint a committee to 
confer with committees from other towns, or other parties 
working in the interest of the Middlesex Fells, or do any- 
thing in relation to the same. 

Art. 23. To see if the town will provide a hose house, 
hose carriage, and hose for Winchester Highlands, or do any- 
thing in relation to the same. 

Art. 24. To see if the town will provide one or more 
additional school-rooms, either by extending or enlarging 
any school building now standing or by constructing a new 
building, and to appropriate money for that purpose, or do 
anything in relation to the same. 

Art. 25. To see if the town will authorize the Water 
Commissioners to make such contract as they may deem 
necessary to better preserve the fish in Highland Reservoir, 
and to secure the further stocking of the same with fish, or do 
anytbing in relation to the same. 

ArT. 26. To see if the town will make any alteration in 
the By-Laws.

ASSESSORS’ REPORT. 


In compliance with the vote of the town, a new valuation | 
was taken this year. The board entered upon its duties May 1, 
1880, went over all the territory of the town, placing a value 
upon each dwelling-house and other buildings, together with 
each piece of land, completed and made up the tax list, and 
committed lists of the same to the collector Aug. 10, 1880. 

We were required by the State to furnish a copy for deposit 
at the State House. After completing the same, we arranged 
to prepare a copy for printing; this part was assigned to 8. T. 
Sanborn, clerk of the board, and he made arrangements to 
commence about the time of his sudden death. In preparing 
the list, we have omitted details of personal property, giving 
the valuation only. 

We desire to say a few words in memory of our associate, S. 
T. Sanborn. He was elected a member of the board this year, 
for the first time, when the duties of the office were very com- 
plicated and enlarged. Although new to him, he entered into 
it with spirit, exhibiting remarkable ability in determining 
values and adjusting difficult cases, so that no injustice should 
be done the tax-payer. In the clerical part, his services were 
of especial value ; being ready and willing at all times, no part 
lacked attention. His association with us was always pleasant 
and agreeable, and it was with sad hearts that we were called 
to mourn his loss.
